Marlboro Shamrocks Win Tough One

The Marlborough Shamrocks, defend- 
ing EFL (Eastern Football League) 
Champions, and two-time USFA-MLFA 
(United States Football Association-Minor 
League Football Association) National 
Champions, played a tough game against 
the Randolph Oilers, but held out and won 
the game 19-7. 

Marlborough won the toss, and on the 
kickoff, brought the ball back to the 35 
yard line. Marlborough QB Dave 
Palazzi’s (#8) first pass was incomplete, 
but he more than made up for it on the 
second play when he passed the ball to 
receiver Rich Gedeon (#82) who brought 
the ball in for a touch down. Kicker Keith 
Dalzell (#5) scored the extra point making 


the score 7-0. 

On the Oilers first possession defen- 
sive lineman Larry Heindl (#56) caused a 
fumble that was picked up by Shamrocks 
end Jeff Lang (#84). 

One their second possession, the 
Shamrocks had a harder time.

Mac had graduated the previous 
semester, and was replaced by Mike 
Smart. During this semester, I added 
sports to my repertoire. Towards the 
end of this semester, Bob lost interest, 
and Mike took over completely. 

I will say that Mike was dedicated. 
He was dedicated to making the paper 
look good on his resume. More than 
half the staff quit under him. He turned 
the paper from being student written, 
to being a College Press newspaper. 

Fall of 1995 offered relief from the 
tyrannical rule of “King” Smart. Re- 
placing him were Eric Johnson, who 
had actually been elected to office in 
spring 1995, and Dave Maynard. 

Dave is my favorite Editor-in-Chief 
of all time. This is because they let me 
write whatever I pleased. They trusted 
that I would not go too far, and get the 
Voice into a libel suit. And so, I began 
to write more and more, and never got 
the Voice into trouble, unlike other staff 
reporters. 

Under these two, the paper returned 
to being “home grown,” as Dave often 
called it.

I this semester, I was given for the 
first time, the authority, as I previously 
mentioned, to write and lay out my col- 
umn as I saw fit.

Carolyn Given and Jeff Gonyea took 
over the Voice in December. I can’t say 
that I hated Jeff, but I never really liked 
him. I didn’t mind Carolyn so much 
until she became Editor-in-Chief. She 
always had to be right, and refused to 
accept the correct spelling of bulimia. 

The first paper of the spring 1996 
semester (January 24, 1996) featured 
the first 2 page long Comic Strip, and 
the debut of Sam’s cousin, Michael 
Shea. 

February 14 brought the first (and 
only) edition of the Student Mute. The 
Student Mute was the underground 
newspaper. Not that I had anything to 


do with it, but I loved the poetry sniper, 
which was a Sam Adams cow head ina 
gun sight. 

There was much infighting during 
this semester, but I would like to think 
that we’ ve outgrown that. I was elected 
Editor-in-Chief in the beginning of. 
May, though I did not find out officially 
until mid-June.

FREE INTERNET EMAIL HELPS PARENTS 
CONNECT WITH COLLEGE STUDENTS 


Cambridge, MA,—When college students 
go back to school this month, many parents 
will look for ways to keep in contact long 
distance. Using Freemark Mail, they can 
now communicate free of charge via Internet 
electronic mail (email). 

Most college students are assigned Internet 
email accounts at their college or univer- 
sity. Parents can now get their own free 
personal Freemark email accounts, enabling 
them to send email to their children without 
sorting through confusing Internet technol- 
ogy or paying expensive online charges. 
Messages can be sent to and received from 
any computer connected to the Internet, 
making Freemark mail fully compatible 
with university email systems. And because 
email is delivered in seconds and can be 
accessed at any time, messages can be sent 
and read at each user’s convenience. 

No in-depth knowledge of electric mail, 
online services or computer commands is 
needed for Freemark’s easy service. With 
Freemark’s point-and-click commands, par- 
ents simply press a button to access their 
electronic “mailboxes,” where mail mes- 
sages are delivered in digital “envelopes.”

He explained-to me that the reason 
for the orange cards is not because the el- 
evators are unsafe but because phones were 
being put in.

The ADA 
has been doing an upgrade of the elevators 
by installing phones in the elevators that 
connect directly to campus security. These 
are not “phones” per se, but buttons that 
serve to ensure the safety of the occupants.

WELD, KERRY VIE FOR SENATE SEAT IN

In a heated debate broadcast 
live from Worcester’s own Me- 
chanics Hall, Senator John Kerry 
and his challenger, Governor 
William Weld, went head-to-head 
in what has been called the most 
intense debate yet. Healthcare,

However, in the 
debate itself, it seemed that Weld 
garnered just that much more 
support from the audience, win- 
ning applause even though the 
audience was asked prior to the 


debate not to applaud for either 
candidate. Both seemed intent on 
hammering one another’s records 
in office; Kerry repeatedly at- 
tacked Weld for neglecting chil- 
dren and mothers, while Weld 
accused Kerry of going soft on 
criminals and welfare recipients. 
The climate in the hall could cer- 
tainly have been characterized as 
agressive, and, at times, vicious; 
each candidate seemed to be vy- 
ing not only for a senate seat but 


also for the “cheap shot of the 
evening” award; Kerry, at one 
point, accused the governor of 
“switching positions more than 
your friend Dick Morris,” clearly 
a blatant sexual reference. Over- 
all, the debate seemed more like 
a mudfight than a debate between 
two potential U.S. senators, but 
nonetheless was captivating and 
was a wonderful testament to 
both candidates’ public speaking 
skills.

Worcester State hasn’t crossed paths 
with WPI since 1992. The early 90’s 
were a stomping ground at Alumni 
Field. The Lancers were crushed badly 
in 1991 (47-0) and pounded on in 1992 
(56-0), but turned the tables on Satur- 
day in front of a home crowd of 975. 

Worcester Tech, fresh off the heels of 
a 20-0 victory over Westfield State, and 
picked by the Telegram & Gazette to 
defeat Worcester State, was held to 35 
yards rushing, 90 passing, and no scor- 
ing opportunities as the Lancers routed 
21-0. 

Quarterback Jeff Caputo threw for 
198 yards and two touchdowns in his 
Worcester State debut. Top go-to Bryan 
Keats racked up 85 yards and tailback 
Bill Molinari rushed for 66 yards 
against the Freedom Conference oppo- 
nent. 

Worcester Tech was 5-0 against State 
colleges going into the game, but 
stopped dead on their Worcester State 
encounter. 


WPI’s top player, tailback Mike 
Godfrey, (163 yards last week) was 
held to a mere 53 yards. Star quarter- 
back Nate Cole was sacked twice and 
only allowed 65 yards passing, before 
being replaced. His successor, Frank 
Townsend, also sacked twice, accumu- 
lated just 25 yards. 

As the defense went on a killing 
spree, Worcester State’s new talent 
proved to be an asset on the offensive 
front. Junior quarterback Jeff Caputo, 
of former Bridgewater fame, completed 
13 passes on 24 attempts, while con- 
necting with Keats on a long bomb for 
the first score of the game. 

Freshman tailback Rob Kerr scored 
on a touchdown run. New backs Todd 
Daskowski (from Fordham) and Bill 
Molinari (Springfield College) com- 
bined for 103 yards rushing. 

A veteran defensive line was success- 
ful at holding WPI to no points al- 
lowed. Worcester Tech was forced to 
punt three times in the first quarter and 
three in the second, on seven posses- 


sions. 

Steve “Turnover” Hathaway had an- 
other of his big games, with two sacks, 
an interception and a fumble recovery. 
His third quarter interception set the 
Lancers up in scoring position. At the 
WPI 10, newcomers Kerr and 
Daskowski inched their way to the goal 
line. Ow afirst and goal, Kerr ran 
through the middle for a touchdown. 

The defense prevailed in the fourth, 
as defensive back Bob Bourget recov- 
ered a fumble, allowing the Lancers to 
set up shop in WPI territory. 

Caputo connected with running back 
Matt Burden on a 7 yard dinger, with 
3:56 left to go. Worcester Tech was al- 


‘lowed no time for retribution, as they 


sat stunned and disgruntled behind the 
backdrop of Jose Ribeiro’s powerful 
foot. The all-conference kicker added 
the finishing touches to each of the 
three touchdowns. 

The next match-up takes place in 
Dartmouth. The Lancers are headed to 
UMass on Saturday for a 1:00 game.

Senior linebacker Scott Holland, NEFC’s de- 
fensive player of the year for back-to-back sea- 
sons, leads a rushing defense ranked second in 


_ the nation. Defensive ends Tony Depiro (11.5 - 
sacks in ‘95) and Steve Hathaway (10.5 sacks) 


lead a total defensive package ranked third in 
A defense which Brad Spellane coins as “ten 
times better than last year,” was responsible for 
19 interceptions and 57 quarterback sacks in ‘95. 
The offense is loaded as well. 
Bryan Keats, top go-to man in ‘95 with 990 
yards and 7 touchdowns, leads a three-pack of 


Starting receivers of the veteran status. Senior 
tailback Ron Palumbo (380 yrds, 2TDs) will be 
joined by wide receiver Chris Desisto on the deep 
threat. 

Quarterback transfer Jeff Caputo, a former 
starter for Bridgewater State (792 yrds, 5 Tds in 
“95), handled himself nicely in the opener. He 
connected with Keats on a 65 yard bomb, and 
running back Matt Burden for a fourth quarter 
mini-bomb, both touchdowns, as the defense 
allowed zero péints from the opposition. 

Junior Jose Ribeiro, a placekicker and punter 
all in one, has the special teams covered. He 
booted 7 field goals on.9 attempts last season, 
placing himself second in the league among 
placekickers. He was responsible for 43 Lancer 
points, including 22 PATS. On the punting front, 
Jose averages a cool 32.1. Once the defense takes 
over, there’s no running-to-daylight for the en- 
emy. 

The Lancers are looking to capture their sec- 
ond NEFC title, and this year’s schedule places 
them in rough territory on the 28th. The Lancers 
will head to Maine Maritime for a 1:30 battle 
with the Mariners. 

Maine went 7-2 in ‘95, second only to Worces- 
ter State. They led the league in total offense with 
3,140 yards last season, and 348 points per game. 
Their running back Michael Leon once rushed 
for 333 yards in one game. Preseason rankings 
place the Mariners in first place for the NEFC, 
two slots above Worcester State. 

Watch for another good match-up in Novem- 
ber when the Lancers visit Mass Maritime. The 
Buccaneers had the top rated defense in the coun- 
try last year, holding opponents to a mere 161 
yards per game, but lost eight of their starters for 
“96. Their offensive situation, ranked #2 in the 
league is being lead by Deron Jozokos, the high- 
est rated QB in the league. Most of their offen- 
sive starters have retuned. The Bucs, who also 
finished 7-2 last season, are sloted fourth place 
in the preseason rankings. 

The Lancers are headed to UMass this Satur- 
day for a 1:00 contest. The Corsairs have 45 re- 
turning lettermen to a program which finished 
46 in 1995. One of their six losses took place 
right here in Coughlin field.

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Dr. Ronald Takaki Speaks!

Dr. Ronald Takaki came to Worcester 
State last week to give a lecture on 
multi-culturalism. President Ghosh 
could not attend the lecture, which he 
usually does, because of a prior engage- 
ment in Salem. 

Prof. Donald Bullens was tapped to 
introduced Dr. Takaki to the room. 
Bullens claimed to have searched the 
internet for information on Dr. Takaki 
for his introduction. 

Dr. Takaki began by adding one piece 
of information that Bullens did not find 
on the internet. Dr. Takaki claimed to 
have been a surfer in his youth. He 
maintained that he was known as “Ten- 
Toes Takaki.” 

His lecture combined humor and in- 
formation into an entertaining mix. 

In his lecture, Takaki called for a more 
multi-cultural curriculum. At his native 
school, Berkeley, it was voted in 1989 
to add a multi-cultural requirement. 
This did not add any more required 
classes, it just made one of the required 
classes be multicultural in content. 

He acknowledged two reasons for 
why this was done. The first was that it 
was felt that going into the next century, 


students would need to better understand 
cultures other than their own. 

The second was, and this is a wide- 
spread belief, that the United States is 
approaching the toughest racial crisis 
since the Civil War. 

Students at Berkeley themselves 
pushed for the multicultural require- 
ment, but were continually denied by the 
faculty and administration. The students 
demonstrated to no avail, until they oc- 
cupied buildings on campus. they oc- 
cupied the faculty building. They 
blocked the sandwich line, so that no 
proffessor could pass. According to Dr. 
Takaki, one conservative faculty mem- 
ber suggested that the students take the 
multicultural requirement idea, and put 
it into their anal passageways, though 
this was said in much harsher language. 

During a question and answer period, 
Dr. Takaki put forth his belief that the 
classroom is the best place to learn about 
different cultures. 

Dr. Takaki was a very interesting and 
entertaining speaker. At the end of his 
speech, the crowd rose and gave him a 
standing ovation. One student thought 
that the Office for Diversity “should in- 
vite Dr. Takaki to come back to give 
another lecture next year.”

Last week, hundreds of students, 
faculty members, and administrators of the 
college gathered in the Sullivan Academic 
Center Auditorium to witness the 1996 Fall 
Opening Convocation of Worcester State 
College. The main attraction was the guest 
speaker, Mr. Aaron Feuerstein, the Presi- 
dent and Chief Executive Officer of 
Malden Mills Industries, Inc. 

Malden Mills Industries, Inc was 
begun by Henry Feuerstein in 1906, which 
he passed to his son Samuel, who in turn 
passed the administration and management 
of the mills to his son, Aaron, who has run 
the textile business at the mills for over four 
decades. The company holds patents on 
Polartec and Polarfleece; they hold a niche 
in the market for specialty-knitted outer- 
wear and sportswear with multi-million 
dollar sales to mail-order companies like 
Lands End, L. L. Bean, and Patagonia. 
Worldwide sales in 1995 were in excess of 
$404 million dollars, with pretax earnings. 
of nearly $20 million dollars. During the 
peak times of the year, the company pro- 
duced about 1.8 million yards of high-qual- 
ity textiles and dyed 700,000 yards of 
Polartec a week!

Edna Spencer is the Director of the 
Office of Diversity and the Affirmative Ac- 
tion Officer for Worcester State College. 
Edna works hard to facilitate grievances on 
campus as well as linking WSC to the larger 
community. The Office of Diversity offers, 
sponsors and supports various cultural 
events on campus where people can get ex- 
posure to cultures that they may not usually 
have that exposure to. Organizations such 
as LBIGA, Third World Alliance and oth- 
ers work in conjunction with Edna to help 
maximize the potential for their goals and 
to network with others. Edna’s primary re- 
sponsibilities include her ensuring people’s 
civil rights and bringing that process to the 
full extent of the law if necessary. Sexual 
harassment, discriminations and hate crimes 
are just a few examples of a breach of 
people’s civil rights. Edna protects the con- 
fidentiality and the integrity of both the ac- 
cused and the accuser. Getting to the truth 
of the matter, providing options for people 
and doing an investigation if the situation 
warrants it are all part of her job. Many 
times the problem is a misunderstanding that 
can be resolved without a legal process be- 
ing initiated. Edna tries to have a win/win 
Situation on an informal basis that causes as 
little pain to both parties as possible. Many 
times there is some level of pain on one or 
both sides that cannot be avoided and Edna 
is prepared for that as well. 


PBJ Benefit

his wife, Louise. They have two sons, Daniel 
and Raphael, and a daughter, Joyce; their 
son-in-law David Greenberg assists the 
Feuerstein family in working for the com- 
pany. Feuerstein graduated from the Edward 
Devotion School in Brookline in 1939, the 
Boston Latin School in 1943, and by 1947, 
received his B.A. from Yeshiva University. 
His civic duties include acting Treasurer of 
his synagogue, the Young Israel of 
Brookline. Over the past year, Feuerstein has 
received honorary degrees from institutions 
including Middlebury College, Boston Uni- 
versity, Merrimack College, and Yeshiva 
University. He is also a recipient of the 
Emma Lazarus Award of the American Jew- 
ish Historical Society. 

‘Feuerstein is infamously known 
for his courage, devotion and loyalty to the 
3100 workers of the various mills situated 
on the 28-acre complex on the Lawrence/ 
Methuen town line when an erupting fire 
erupted on the night of December 11, 1995. 
The fire, still being investigated for its cause, 
destroyed four of the five mills on the com- 
plex. Only the fifth mill, known as Finish- 
ing 2, was partially destroyed. Yet, the par- 
tial damage to this single, remaining, manu- 
facturing-unit mill led Feuerstein to be the 
hero and savior he now is. 


“Diversity simply means different” 
states Edna. “People need to feel a sense of 
trust when they are sharing tender issues 
with others. I try and help to promote that 
and to comfort and stabilize the person as 
much as possible so that we may get the root 
of the problem all that much easier.” The 
Affirmative Action aspect of Edna’s job 
entails assisting people to have a safe and 
comfortable environment for work, study 
and advance. Diversity and cultural shar- 
ing and experience aid in enhancing the edu- 
cational process not only in the classroom 
but in life in general. 

Edna says “Multiculturalism is people 
of different cultures living, working and 
existing together in harmony. When people 
begin trying to understand one another and 
overcoming fears and barriers then the over- 
all community benefits greatly and people 
can get down to the business of living.” In 
addition to her conventional duties, Edna sits 
on various boards and committees in the 
community at large in hopes of furthering 
her endeavors to helping others make posi- 
tive choices in their lives. Some of these 
organizations include The City Manager’s 
Strategic Planning Committee, The A ffirma- 
tive Action Committee For Worcester Pub- 
lic Schools and The Police Chief’s Com- 
munity Advisory Committee. There is also 
The State’s Affirmative Action Offices 
Committee and a number of boards for non- 
profit agencies. “I would like to see the 
community we live in reflected in the fac- 
ulty and staff here at WSC” says Edna.

Approximately 240 PBJ sandwiches 
were made by students. 

The PBJ Benefit was the first in a 
series of events that are intended to 
raise awareness and get students in- 
volved in homeless issues here in 
Worcester. The next event is the 
“Sleepout for the Homeless” which will 
raise money for a local shelter, and will 
take place on October 23. 


After witnessing the devastation 
caused by the conflagration, Feuerstein ech- 
oed a line from Shakespeare’s King Lear, 
declaring, “No, I'll not weep.” And he did 
not weep, but steadfastly held on to his ide- 
als and morals, and voiced his opinions 
against those of his shareholders and his 
board of directors. Everyone felt the mills 
were gone for good; the 70-year old Presi- 
dent of the Company disagreed. 

The mills existed in the destitute 
section of town, where many of Feuerstein’s 
workers lived in the.ghetto.and ate in the 
soup kitchens. When the fire struck, the 
people of Lawrence and Methuen rallied 
around Feuerstein. When he announced his 
intentions on continuing to pay his workers 
for at least ninety days without work, the 
people cheered him on. And when the mills 
were in the process of being rebuilt, 
Feuerstein was idolized and admired. 

Aaron Feuerstein spoke from his 
heart at the convocation ceremony; of how 
the fire erupted, of his workers who never 
doubted him and he never doubted his work- 
ers, of his choice to compensate his work- 
ers when what seemed like the whole world 
told him not to. 

Prior to Feuerstein’s remarks, Mark 
Goldberg, Chair of the Board of Trustees at 
WSC and Dr. Kalyan Ghosh, President of

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Food Fuel and Top Sports Performance 


This is the first in a series of articles on sports nutrition

Do you know the most overlooked dietary 
performance aid for athletes? If you guessed 
carbohydrates you are wrong. Hint: it’s 
abundant and it’s usually free. That’s right, 
it’s water. 

If you are using thirst as a guide for the 
amount of water to consume you may not 
be getting enough, leading to impaired ath- 
letic performance. Thirst is a sign that you 
are already dehydrated. The body’s ability 
to detect thirst is blunted when exercising. 

So just why is fluid so important? Water 
is necessary to produce sweat. When sweat 
evaporates from the skin heat is released. 
This releases the built up heat muscles have 
made exercising. In addition, water is the 
main component of blood. Blood of course 
carries oxygen and nutrients to muscles. So 
when water is lacking blood volume and 
blood flow decrease and less oxygen, nutri- 
ents and electrolytes reach those hard work- 
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allow 2-3 weeks for your first issue. 


ing muscles. It makes sense then that at 
this point you would start to have muscle 
cramps or feel weak and nauseous. 

How much liquid is enough? The fol- 
lowing are the minimum amounts. 

*Two hours before exercising: 1-2 cups 

*Just prior to exercising: Q-1 cup 

*Every 15-20 minutes during exercise: 
Q-1 cup. Don’t wait till you’re thirsty. 

*After exercising for quickest recovery: 
1-2 cups 

*Include fluids as part of your regular 
daily pattern with and between meals 

*Weigh yourself without clothes before 
and after exercise to determine the amount 
of fluid lost. This will tell you how much 
fluid needs to be replaced after exercis- 
ing. For every pound lost drink two cups 
of liquid. A loss greater than 1% of body 
weight indicates dehydration. A 2% loss 
can impair performance and temperature 
control. 

*Check the color of your urine. A dark

color may indicate dehydration. 

feeling and helps to avoid stomach 
cramps. A maximum intake of 3 ° cups of 
fluid/hour is recommended. This is the 
maximum amount of liquid the stomach will 
empty/hour during exercise. 

Cool water is the fluid of choice unless 
you are exercising more than one hour with 
continuous effort or one hour several times 
a day. If so, a sports drink such as Gatorade 
may be helpful for the additional calories 
and electrolytes such as sodium, chloride 
and potassium. 

Much more sodium than potassium is lost 
in sweat. The loss of sodium and chloride 
in exercise lasting one hour or less is gener- 
ally small. Sodium loss can be significant 
in continuous exercise lasting more than two 
hours and depending upon the amount of 
sweat produced. A two pound loss from 
sweat [measured by pre and post exercise 
weighing ] contains one gram of sodium 
which can be replaced just by moderate salt- 


ing of foods. One half of a teaspoon of salt 
contains 1 gram of sodium. Avoid salt tab- 
lets as they irritate the stomach lining and 
increase the need for water. Potassium 
depletion during heavy exercise is rare and 
can usually be avoided by regularly eating 
good sources of potassium such as oranges, 
bananas, potatoes, tomatoes and milk prod- 
ucts. 

A sports drink should contain 6-8% car- 
bohydrates and 60-80 calories/cup. A drink 
that contains more than 8% carbohydrates 
such as fruit juice, soda and concentrated 
fructose drinks slows emptying of the stom- 
ach. This can cause a bloated feeling and 
slow fluid uptake, abdominal cramps and 
diarrhea. Alcohol and caffeine should be 
avoided when training, due among other 
reasons, to their diuretic effect.

interests in mind. The owners, meanwhile, 
had in mind the best interests of their wal- 
lets. It was a case of clashing priorities, and 
the owners won out. That is why they de- 
posed him and now rule baseball with im- 
punity, and their selfish greed is responsible 
for widespread fan disenchantment which 
dates back to the cataclysmic player strike 
of 1994, the biggest black eye the sport has 
endured since the 1919 Black Sox scandal. 
Owners, citing spiraling player salaries that 
made it difficult to stay solvent, wanted to 
institute a salary cap, which limited each 
team’s payroll to a set, manageable figure.

teams with major financial problems move 
to new cities by 1998. Even with the por- 
tent of disaster hanging over their heads, 
team owners have been working hard since 
1994 to further alienate fans, engaging in 
dastardly activities ranging from selling off 
star players to save money to raising ticket 
prices.

The Lancers stopped off at UMass for a 
quick ass-whipping on the road to the 
NEFC championship. 

There’s a saying: Bad things keep get- 
ting worse. That’s exactly what happened 
to the Beacons on Saturday. They were al- 
lowed a mere 102 yards, while the Lancers 
cruised 490 yards of UMass turf. 

The Beacons met Ron Palumbo in the 
first quarter as he blasted through them on 
a 70 yard punt return.

UMass responded to the tune of a touch- 
down in the second quarter, in what would 
be the first and last attempt at salvation.

As you all know, going to college means 
you're on a budget. So, Roula and I took it 
upon ourselves to seek out economical din- 
ing in the Worcester area. 

One thing you should know is that while 
we enjoy Burger King, Pizza Hut, and 
DAKA’s food. We eat on campus, and we 
want to thank these fine food establishments 
for giving us the idea for this column. It 
was the shepherd pie that we ate two weeks 
ago. We both had a serving and while the 
potatoes were great, the meat tasted like taco 
filling, and it haunted us for a few days. 
While we still eat on campus, we also like 
to try different kings 0 foods. So, we fig- 
ured if we were going to try new restaurants, 
we would share our experiences with you. 

This past week we ate lunch at the Pe- 
king Wok on the corner of Grove St. and W. 
Boyleston St.. 

Being broke after the weekend, we had to 
settle for the lunch buffet...settle ?... Well ac- 
tually it was much better than we had ex- 
pected. As we sat down, our waitress came 
over with tea and some menus, which we 
dismissed quickly, and informed us that soup 
was included in the buffet price of $6.95 per 
person. We opted for the latter. Roula had 


the Egg Drop soup which, despite its ap- 


pearance, I found tasty. Roula did not quite 
agree and after a few spoonfuls, left it aside. 
I had the wonton soup with pork dumplings 
or whatever they may be, but that’s the 
beauty of chinese, you never know what 
you're eating. 

I tasted the chicken fingers, which were 
in a puff pastry, the crab rangoon was nicely 
filled, the Peking ravioli with sauce which I 
enjoyed thoroughly, the pork egg foo young 
was an omelette with pork inside, the shrimp 
with broccoli (guess what...you could see the 
shrimp), the szechuan orange flavored beef 
was very sweet and the vegetarian delight 
wasn’t so delightful.

Carbohydrate loading, A familiar scene 
on the T.V. news the night before the Bos- 
ton marathon. An energizing meal for a 
marathoner but what about those of us who. 
engage in activities and sports to a lesser 
degree? 

Whether it be football, soccer, basketball, 
weight lifting or aerobics, carbohydrates, 
fats and protein are all important sources 
of energy. Carbohydrates and fats provide 
most of an athletes energy, the amounts 
used though will depend primarily on : in- 
tensity and duration of the exercise, condi- 
tion of the athlete and diet. 

Low to moderate intensity sports use pri- 
marily fat and to a lesser extent glycogen 
as an energy source. Now bear with me as 
I explain what glycogen is as this is what 
can help make you a winner or feeling 
wiped out at the end of a workout. You see 
the carbohydrates that you eat are available 
to the athlete in their storage form called 
glycogen which is stored in the muscles or 
liver. Carbohydrates are also available in 
the form of” glucose in the blood. Muscle 
glycogen supplies about 2000 calories and 
lasts about two hours in a runner. But if 
you are engaging in a low to moderate ex- 
ercise then you are mostly relying on your 
fat stores which most individuals have in 
abundance. 

Now as you increase the intensity of your 
exercise, fat cannot be broken-down fast 
enough and primarily muscle glycogen as 
well as some blood glucose is used for en- 
ergy. Muscle glycogen is also the primary 
fuel for very short intense bursts of exer- 
cise such as a one minute sprint. 

The following explains the effect of 
length of time exercising has on fuel us- 
age. As the duration of the exercise in- 
creases at the low to moderate intensity, 
muscle glycogen and blood glucose( which 
you remember is being used in addition to 
fat but to a lesser degree) begin to become 
depleted. Therefore the muscles rely more 
on the abundant supplies of fat surround- 
ing the muscles. The problem here can be 
if the intensity of the exercise is high body 
fat cannot be broken-down fast enough so 
fatigue sets in and the athlete must slow 
down. It takes at least 20 minutes for fat to 
be available to muscles as fuel. When ex- 
ercising beyond the point of glycogen 
depletion (about two hours) and at a high 
enough intensity so that fat stores are un- 
available, blood glucose will need to be re- 
plenished. Sports drinks can be useful to 
do just that while exercising but this too 
has a limiting factor as‘only approximately 
800 calories per hour éan be absorbed. 

Obviously, it is to the endurance athletes 
advantage to have greater glycogen supplies . 
and to use fat as fuel instead of glycogen. 
One way to make more use of your fat sup- 
plies is by being more aerobically fit. The 
more aerobically fit you are the more you - 
can make use of fat. Also with condition- 
ing you can store more glycogen and use 
glycogen at a slower rate. 

By now you may have figured out that if 
you exercise at a low to moderate rate car- 
bohydrate loading is not necessary since 
you use more fat than carbohydrates as your 
energy source. Carbohydrate loading 

which increases glycogen stores is a spe- 
cific dietary and exercise plan for seven

days and is only necessary for those ath- 
letes who will exercise to the point of gly- 
cogen depletion and beyond for example: 
marathon runners, cross country skiers, dis- 
tance bikers and swimmers. 

If you’re the average college student par- 
ticipating in sports such as football, soccer, 
basketball, weight lifting or aerobics you 
still need a carbohydrate rich diet . Even at 
the low to moderate level of exercise you 
need to replenish some glycogen and blood 
glucose. Plus some amount of carbohy- 
drates is needed for fat breakdown and car- 
bohydrates are a rich source of vitamins 
used in energy production. 

Athletes need at least 60 % of their calo- 
ries from carbohydrates which translates 
into 300 grams for a 2000 calorie or 450 
grams for a 3000 calorie intake. 15 grams 
of carbohydrates is contained in 1 slice 
bread, 1/2c. cereal or cooked rice or cooked 
pasta, ° large bagel, | apple 1 cups cooked 
vegetable or 1 cup Gatorade. Sports bars 


are high in complex carbohydrates but so 
is a Nature Valley low fat granola bar at 
less than half the price. 

Recommendations for a meal before train- 
ing are : eat a carbohydrate rich meal 1-4 
hours before training which allows time for 
stomach emptying. Limit fat and fiber be- 
fore a workout to avoid cramps. Remem- 
ber to include a generous amount of fluid 
as discussed in my previous column. 
Recommendatians after training: consume 
carbohydrates within 30 minutes. This will 
increase glycogen storage and may improve 
recovery time. Here again liquids are nec- 
essary. 

Of course a balanced diet including pro- 
tein and fat is necessary for all athletes. But 
how much protein is needed? You may be 
surprised , especially regarding endurance 
sports . More about that in next week’s is- 
sue.

Worcester State destroyed 
Fitchburg State on Saturday, breaking all 
kinds of school and league records. The 
66-24 rout set school records for most 
points in a game, most touchdowns (10), 
and most rushing yards (530) in Lancer his- 
tory. The Lancers’ 621 yards of total of- 
fense is a New England Football Confer- 
ence record. 

Fitchburg was held to minus-35 
yards rushing, their quarterback was sacked 
9 times and intercepted 3 times during the 
carnage. 

Fitchburg QB Jason Dyer said 
hello to Steve Hathaway in the first quarter 
as he picked off a pass and brought that 
sucker straight into the zone. 

Tailback Bill Molinari scored one 
of his three touchdowns after the Hathaway 
incident - a 65 yard trek into his favorite 
sanctuary: The End Zone. 

Jeff Caputo’s arm is still on vaca- 
tion, but he blasted one into the zone on 
foot. His 60 yard run put the Lancers up 
18-0 with ten minutes left to go in the first 
quarter. 

Fitchburg was unable to respond. 
Molinari decided to run the ball 69 yards 
just for kicks as the second quarter opened, 
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increasing the lead to 24 points. 

Matt Burden brought the tally to 
31-0 witha 16 yard TD run. The extra point 
was scored courtesy of Jose Ribeiro. 

By the time Molinari scored his 
third touchdown late in the second quarter, 
Fitchburg decided to get in on the action, 
scoring their first TD on a Dyer pass. 

Todd Daskowski opened up the 
second half with a 2 yard run into the zone. 
His second touchdown, a 39 yard run, was 
sandwiched between Rob Kerr and Larry 
Pratte runs. 

Fitchburg was able to save face on 
a couple of last minute TD passes. Final 
score: 66-24.

Raising Awareness About Domestic 


Violence

Last year the class of 1997 be- 
gan a project in hopes of raising aware- 
ness about abuse of all kinds. Their 
endeavor was quite successful in rais- 
ing the awareness on campus about 
such an extraordinarily important issue 
that touches, taints and destroys so 
many lives everyday. This year they 
continued their efforts, with the help of 
the class of 2000, in addressing domes- 
tic abuse by again inviting representa- 
tives of The Worcester County Clothes- 
line Project to share some of their ex- 
periences here at WSC. From 10:00 
AM to 2:00 PM on Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 16 over 200 shirts were displayed 
in the Student Center for all to see. The 
content of what was on each shirt was 
very personal to its author, yet they 
were courageous enough to show them 
in hopes of getting the word out. That 
word was different for each shirt, for 
each one was quite unique, but there 
was certainly a theme. “STOP” was 
one such word that rang out in the Stu- 
dent Center even though all was quiet. 
This pertains to the stopping of the 
abuse of women by men primarily. It 
also included battered women, rape and 
incest survivors including many chil- 
dren and people who were murdered by 
their perpetrators. A special section 
called “The Murder Line” was set up 
to represent the number of people from 
Worcester County who have been mur- 
dered since the Clothesline Project be- 
gan. There has been a decrease in such 
murders since last year but there are 
still many...even one is too many! 

Students had the opportunity to cre- 
ate shirts and to add them to the dis- 
play and there were some students who 


participated. 

The following two days there was a 
fund-raiser for the Clothesline Project 
in the same location after the shirt had 
been removed. This activity was called 
“Jail and Bail” and there were two card- 
board jail cells where people volun- 
teered to stay in. An amount was set 
that was needed to release them and they 
remained in their cells until that amount 
was received by generous people pass- 
ing by. President Ghosh was released 
after his $150.00 bail had been met. 


Rob Mahoney, a student, was let out 
after an impressive $60.00 bail. Sherri 
Nickel-Milstone, Director of Housing 
and Joyce Bubon, Secretary of Hous- 
ing had a difficult time raising their bail 
but finally did. Many others also par- 
ticipated as well and together they 
raised approximately $400.00 exclu 
Kim McFarland, 1997 Senior Class 
Vice President, played a significant 
role in the facilitation of this project. 
“T would like to thank the faculty, ad- 
ministrators, students, coaches and ev-

eryone who contributed. Our goal was 
to raise awareness and to contribute to 
the community and I feel that we were 
successful in that goal. It is my hope 
that the class of 2000 (and anyone who 
has an interest) will continue this tra- 
dition of raising awareness.” The busi- 
ness card for the Clothesline Project 
reads “Bearing Witness To Violence 
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Against Women.” Both men and 
women came together for these three 
days to try to uphold this saying.

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President Ghosh 
Speaks From Behind 
Bars!

Dr. Kalyan K. Ghosh, the President 
of Worcester State College, was put 
behind (cardboard) bars last Thursday 
at the Senior and Freshmen class Jail 
and Bail. The reasons for his incarcera- 
tion were unclear, but there was wide- 
spread speculation that unhappy teach- 
ers and administration members were 
conspiring to strip him of his power. 
Ghosh has been the President of WSC 
for the last nine years, and is a self-pro- 
claimed “good guy”. He himself lent 
credence to the speculation that there 
were many in the Worcester State Col- 
lege community who wanted him just 
where he ended up last Thursday. 


“I’m not paying people enough. 
That’s why they jailed me,” he said. 
Not even Ghosh’s friends were on his 
side: “My good friends love the fact 
that I’m in jail. Well, I used to think 
they were my good friends.” 
President Ghosh was steadfast as he 
stood in his cramped cardboard quar- 
ters, his proud face showing no signs 
of repent or worry. He issued some 
scathing remarks about the prison fa- 
cility he now reluctantly called home. . 
“No TV, no running water, no sofa 
bed... it’s a crappy jail. I don’t like it.” 
If Ghosh did harbour any feelings of 
shame or remorse, he was unable to 
suffer them privately. His jail cell was 
located in the Student Center’s first 
floor Exhibition Area, one of the busi- 


est places on campus. Here members of 
the WSC community would either walk 
by and stare or stop at his cell to offer 


~ words of support or, more importantly, 


bail money. He was extraordinarily 
pleased to get a cellmate, a Worcester 
State teacher whose name remains 
anonymous. “Having a cellmate is 
great, someone to share with. You can’t 
do better for a criminal like me,” said 
Ghosh. 

Ghosh reflected on a time in the past 
when he was also thrown in jail, but did 
not expound upon the reason he was put 
there. “A couple of years ago, in this 
same penitentiary. I didn’t like it back 
then. The jail has not improved. The 
people are not good, either.

After careful examination of our restau- 
rant choices, Roula and I decided that there 
was only one place to eat at: Coes Cafe at 
242 Mill Street where the atmosphere is cozy 
and the food is fantastic. 

Yes, as Trish said we carefuly examined 
our choices. It was anything close and in- 
expensive. We had to get back to campus 
quickly to play volleyball. I had never seen 
Coes Cafe before even though I pass there 
quite often. 

Immediately after walking through the 
door, we were greeted and seated in a booth 
by the window. We ordered our drinks. 
Roula had a glass of Coke and I had a cup 
of coffee. The prices of the lunch menu are 
varied but remain reasonable. The lunch 
entrees run from $3.50 to $6.95 which in- 
cludes a variety of sandwiches, pizzas and 
salads. If nothing from the menu pleases 
you, you may choose from five other lunch 
specials. 

I ordered a cup of the soup of the day 
which was Tortollini and Cheese for $1.25. 
and the Moussaka, layered potato, eggplant 
and ground beef topped with Béchamel 
sauce (white cream sauce) and parmesan 
cheese for $5.25, as an entree. The soup 
was rich on Tortollini and tasted awesome. 
If you haven't noticed yet, I'm a soup nut, 
therapy didn't help, I fear nothing will... 
Anyway... The waitress brought over the en- 
trees on doilied plates. The Moussaka 
looked great and tasted even better. The 
blend of potato, eggplant and ground beef 
beats Daka’s Shepherd pie any day. 

Ihad the veggie lasagna. Vegetarians will 
love the variety of plates served. Its includes 
eggplant, zuchinni, tomatoes, ricotta cheese 
and tomatoe sauce ($5.25.) If you are not 
vegetable friendly I don’t recommend this 
plate. Personally, I love veggies although the 
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zuchinni was a little undercooked. The plate 
as a whole was mouth watering. The serv- 
ing was just right in fact I was full and I 
couldn't finish my salad. 

The Ceasar salad was the best I ever had. 
Its Romaine lettuce (my favorite) with crou- 
tons topped with grated parmasan cheese 
with their own Ceasar dressing. I now know 
what they meant by own. I have never tasted 
a dressing as deliscious and I had to ask the 
waitress if she could tell me what the secret 
was. Unfortunately she couldn’t devulge 
the information. During the summer months 
they serve food outside which is nice be- 
cause its right on the lake. I can’t wait to go 
back there for the salad. 

Of course, I felt obligated to help Roula 
with her Caesar. After all, what are friends 


for? 


Although Trish won’t confess she loved 
the dressing as much as I did. Their dinner 
menu is extensive with assorted steak, 
chicken, pasta and seafood plates ranging 
from $8.95-$11.95. They even have a kids 
menu. For after exam binges there is a bar. 

We both agree this is a four star restat- 
rant . It has great quantity, quality and in- 
expensive meals. 

Lunch came to $17.96 for the two of us. 
Had we been more careful, we could have 
gotten away with paying less’ for lunch. 
Well, all in all, the food was excellent and if 
you are in the mood for Armenian, go to 
Coes located across from O’Coins on Mill 
Street.

Les Mise’rables: There are no words...

Les Mise’rables, a Broadway musical, 
has been playing for over ten years at the 
Imperial Theatre on W. 45th St. in New York 
City. Based on the book by Victor Hugo, 
Les Mise’ rables, or “Les Mis.” as its nick- 
named, has become the most popular show 

* in the history of musical theatre. The story 
of a man trying to rebuild his life after a 20- 
year incarceration, turns into a beautiful love 
story that would break even the strongest of 
hearts. 

The Broadway version of this awesome 
story was written by Alain Boublil and 
Claude-Michel Schonberg. The score was 
composed by Claude-Michel Schonberg and 
Herbert Kretzmer. 


The Music: 

In a word: Fascinating. Everything from 
the love duets sung by Cosette (Tamra 
Hayden) and Marius (Tom Donoghue), to 
the heart-breaking solo sung by Eponine 
(Christeena Michelle Riggs) were absolutely 
superb. Not surprisingly, some of the songs 
on this score are rather popular such as “On 
My Own” performed by Eponine. Buy the 
soundtrack; both the American and the Brit- 
ish versions are superb. 


The Set: 

As far as sets go, Les Mis’s can’t really 
compare to the set of The Phantom of the 
Opera, or Miss Saigon, but it could still be 
rated as “great”. Huge piles of broken fur-

niture, wooden crates and scraps of iron 
twist and turn into each other to create the 
illusion of downtown Paris, the streets of 
Digne, and even a bridge that overlooks an 
amazing river. The use of lights in this play 
are interesting, to say the least. During the 
soliloquy called “Stars”, performed by 
Javert (David Masenheimer), the back drop 
starts to glow, and eventually little bright 
lights, representing stars shine through, 


The Costumes: 

A triumph. Some costume changes were 
as simple as tying a flag around the actor’s 
waist...and some were as complicated as 
nuclear physics. Most of the costumes were 
suited for that period in France’s history. 
Some, actually two, were...not of this world. 
The costumes that Mr. & Madame 
The’ nardier wear during their performance 
of “Beggar at the Feast’ are 
absolutely...tacky. But-that is the way they 
are supposed to look; after all, they are beg- 
gars at the feast. The costume change that 
surprised me the most was that of Fantine 
right before she takes up prostitution as a 
last chance to save her child. She has 
changed everything, including her hair, and 
her make-up in the span of about 30 
seconds,..and she doesn’t even leave the 
stage. All she has is a wall of prostitutes. 


The Acting: 

Since this is a Broadway production, the 
acting was obviously superb. The most 
impressive actor was Christeena Michelle 
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Riggs, who was absolutely stunning. Also, 
Christopher Trousdale, who plays 
Gavroche, also stunned me due to his age. 
The ten year old actor stole the show when 
he sang “Look Down” along with the beg- 
gars. The line “A flea can even bite the 
bottom of the Pope in Rome!” had every- 
body in the audience laughing. Little Chris- 
topher Trousdale was not the only young 
talent in this show: Alicia Morton, and Kim- 
berly Hannon, who played Cosette and 
Eponine, also touched the audience with 
their innocence. Two very promising per- 
formances were given by Tregony Shepard, 
and Drew Eshelman, who played the 
The’nardiers. Excellent roles for exquisite 
actors. Robert Evan, who plays Jean Valjean 
also does an amazing job. This part takes a 
lot of ability. All of which he possesses. 
Evan portrays Valjean very well. Finally, 
David Masenheimer also deserves credit for 
a job well done. His portrayal of Javert is 
also one of the best that I have seen. 


The Plot: 

Jean Valjean (Robert Evan), after twenty 
long years of manual labor in a French 
prison run by Javert (David Masenheimer), 
is released on parole only to find the world 
acruel place to people like him. After many 
attempts to find honest work, Valjean comes 
across a chapel run by the Bishop of Digne 
(Kelly Briggs). In the middle of the night 
Valjean steals all the silverware from church 
and runs. He is caught by Javert’s men, and 
brought back to the Bishop, who tells the 

police officers that the silver was a 

present that he had given Valjean the night 

before. With this, the police apologize 
and leave and Valjean is left with noth- 
ing but his shame. Valjean takes the sil- 
ver and decides to break his parole and 
start a new life. From here, Valjean 
moves to Montreuil-Sur-Mer, and opens 

a factory. He becomes very popular in 

the town, and eventually becomes the 

Mayor, under the name Monsieur 

Madeleine. 

Fantine (Florence Lacey), one of 
the works in Valjean’s factory, comes into 
play here. She is a hard working woman, 
who’s lover left her with their young 
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daughter. When the other workers at the 
factory discover this, they demand that she 
is released...and because of a foreman (Joel 
Robertson) who Fantine has rejected in the 
past, she is thrown out. Out in the cold with 
nothing but bills to pay, Fantine turns to 
prostitution to make money to send to her 
young daughter, Cosette (Alicia Morton), 
who has been living with an innkeeper, and 
his wife. (Mr. & Madame The’ nardier, 
played beautifully by Drew Eshelman, and 
Tregoney Shepard, respectively.) Fantine 
is fatally injured in a fight she has with one 
of her tricks, but before passing away, 
Valjean promises to take Cosette away from 
the The’ nardier family and place her in his 
own care. Valjean makes his way to 
Montfermeil, where he finds Cosette is be- 
ing terribly mistreated, while her step-sis- 
ter, Eponine (Kimberly Hannon) indulges 
in every possible pleasure. Valjean adopts 
Cosette, and together they move to Paris. 
Nine years pass. Cosette (Tamra Hayden) 
and Valjean live together happily as father 
and daughter. Unfortunately for them, 

Javert still has not given up his quest to hunt 
down Valjean. 

Paris, at this time, is going through a very 
unstable period. Students, beggars, and 
most of the homeless are all wanting some 
sort of revolution against the government- 
which only cares for the rich. When the last 
‘pro-poor’ leader, General Lamarque, 
passes, the students declare war. 

Marius, a student, accidentally meets 
Cosette in the street one day, and they fall 
in love instantly. Eponine, (Christeena 
Michelle Riggs) the daughter of Mr. & Ma- 
dame The’ nardier, and Cassette’s X-stepsis- 
ter, has known Marius for years. She also 
loves Marius...but he doesn’t even realizes 
that she is alive. Eponine then, in a beauti- 
ful ballad, expresses her love for him, and 
she does whatever she can to let him be with 
the one he loves...Cosette. 

The story unfolds from there in a way that 
will leave the whole audience feeling every 
known emotion. Love, hate, bitterness, and 
sorrow...all these and more. Asking the au- 
dience what they thought of the show was 
not necessary. The tears in everyone’s eyes 
explained better than any words could.

Facts: Elite endurance athletes need slightly 
more protein than strength builders due to 
their increased red blood cell formation and 
the body’s ability to use more protein for 
energy with endurance training. (*See Rec- 
ommended Protein Intake chart at end of 
article) 


Myth: Muscles are mostly protein. 
Fact: Muscles are approximately 20 % pro- 
tein, 70 % water and 8 % fat. 


Myth: Special protein or amino acid drinks 
formulated for athletes cannot become body 
fat. 

Fact: Protein even from specially formu- 
lated drinks can definitely contribute to body 
fat gain when caloric intake is above caloric 
needs. 


Myth: Carbohydrates (starchy foods) are 
not important for strength training athletes.

Westfield held to 55 yards and no points as Worcester goes Ballistic

It was lights out for the Owls on Homecom- 
ing, as they were mutilated in front of 3,711 
Worcester fans. 

Quarterback Jeff Caputo was named MVP 
and ECAC offensive player of the week. He ac- 
cumulated 182 passing yards and 124 rushing 
yards, scoring two TDs by foot and one by arm, 
for 18 Lancer points. That cat doesn’t mess 
around. : 

Defensive back Derrick Murphy received the 
Ed Sliwoski award for his defensive perfor- 
mance; six tackles, a pass breakup, two intercep- 
tions, and a fumble recovery in the zone. Murphy 
was named the ECAC defensive player of the 
week as well. He is currently leading the league 
in interceptions. 

Jose Ribeiro made history as the leading 
Lancer kicker of all-time. He aced 6 PATs on 
Saturday, bringing his kicking tally to 71 points. 
Ribeiro is tops in the league, among placekickers. 

Westfield was blanked, but you wouldn’t 
know that judging by the faces coming off of

Just as Jose Canseco nails a 4-bagger and 
runs the bases with looks that could kill, this ball 
club finished the game with some serious atti- 
tude. 

Worcester entered the game with the top 
ranked Division 3 defense in the country. Oppo- 
nents have been averaging minus-7 yards rush- 
ing prior to the slaughtering, but the Lancers were 
feeling festive on Homecoming. Westfield was 
given a gift: 42 yards rushing. 

This Lancer bout started out like any other, 
on a first quarter killing spree. Just to let the Owls 
know who was who right up front, wide receiver 
Chris Desisto returned the opening kick to the 
Westfield 24. 

This slick move set up a Bill Molinari run: 
12 yards straight to The Zone, 

Westfield was greeted by this welcoming 
committee just two minutes into the game. Quar- 
terback Jeff Caputo said further hellos to the 


Owls, on a first quarter sneak attack. He wea- 
seled his way into the zone on a 3 yard run, then 
changed his strategy to an air attack, connecting 
with tailback Todd Daskowski on a7 yard dinger. 
Score: 21-0 with three quarters left to go. 

In the second quarter, Derrick Murphy re- 
covered a fumble in the end zone, bringing the 
damage total to 28. If Westfield came to town 
looking for a win, then they had some serious 
thinking to do during the half-time reality check. 

After the half-time bonanza, the Lancers 
came out ready to play ball. The Owls, well... 
perhaps they play their best games at night. 

Halfway through the third, tailback Todd 
Daskowski plowed through the Westfield defense 
on a 31 yard run - and you can guess where he 
brought that sucker. 

Caputo followed suit with the ol’ sneak at- 
tack: a trek into the zone on foot. The Owls didn’t 
know what hit them. Having eyes in the back of 
your head just isn’t enough, when you’re in 
Lancer territory.

Despite a 13 
minute extended trip to the red zone in the fourth 
quarter, the Owls couldn’t even put a lousy 3 
points on the board. The shut-out prevailed and 
the final damage total read 42-0 (see above 
photo). 

The Owls were minus-10 yards on punt re- 
turns. They did muster up 141 yards on kickoff 
returns, but were running to nowhere with that 
sucker, as the score reflects. 

Worcester tore up the field with 534 total of- 
fensive yards - 182 in the air, 352 on the ground. 
Westfield gained 55 yards of total offense - 13 
via the arm, 42 on foot. 

The blowout has extended the Lancers’ win 
streak to sixteen straight. They remain the num- 
ber 1 team in New England, leading the ECAC 
with 7 wins.

LONDON SUITE AT FOOTHILLS THEATRE

Currently in the midst of a month-long 
run at Worcester’s Foothills Theatre, Neil 
Simon’s “London Suite” is enjeying a par- 
ticularly successful stay as the Foothills’ 
opening show of the 1996-97 season. 
Though perhaps not his best-known or most 
successful play, “London Suite” is certainly 
a credit to this immensely successful play- 
wright, whose other works have made him 
perhaps one of the most highly regarded 
playwrights of this century. 

Performed by highly skilled actors around 
a solid, if modest, set, “London Suite” takes 
place, naturally, in suite 224 in a particular 
hotel in London. The play centers around 
the goings-on in the suite as several differ- 
ent guests occupy it, bringing into the suite 
their individual circumstances crises. The 
first of the four one-act plays was of note; it 
centered around the conversation between 
two men, alternately holding one another at 


gunpoint, and the odd conclusion that the 
two reach as a result of this discourse. This 
particular play was beautifully performed, 
but one came away with the impression that 
the writing itself was somehow disjointed; 
ithad a somewhat disorganized and hurried 
tone to it. The second play followed in much 
the same way and seemed sort of lacklus- 
ter. Chronicaling the conversation between 
a woman and her former husband who is 
dying of AIDS, the material is quite touch- 
ing and extremely well executed, but again 
leaves the viewer dissatisfied. Following an 
intermission, the third play was much more 
satisfying; centered around a mother and her 
daughter, it was well-written and beautifully 
executed, sensitive and logical, while pre- 
serving humor. Not to be dismissed as a 
“chick flick,” as my companion so tactfully 
referred to it, the third play was by far the 
best of the three. The final performance was 


much more of a slapstick sort; the implau- 
sible story centered around a young couple 
and their rather unbelievable mishaps as 
they lose, and then injure themselves search- 
ing for, thier Wimbledon tickets. The actors 
held up remarkably through this particularly 
difficult performance, which involved a 
great deal of physical comedy on the part 
of the actors. 

On the whole, one came away from the 
evening very much enthralled with the ac- 
tors themselves, but somewhat dissatisfied 
with Simon’s writing; which I personally 
expected to be somehow much more phe- 
nomenally exciting than it actually was. The 
upcoming season looks extremely promis- 
ing for the Foothills Theatre, providing that 
they choose to run plays that are perhaps a 
bit more cohesively written than “London 
Suite.” 


London Chamber Music Orchestra at Mechanics Hall

Boasting some of the world’s most ac- 
complished chamber musicians, the London 
Chamber Music Orchestra performed re- 
cently at Mechanics Hall, to a near-capac- 
ity crowd. The talent and skill of these mu- 
sicians was evident throughout the nearly 
flawless performance they gave, as they 
deftly maneuvered through selections that 
were superbly handled, to say the least. The 
orchestra began with a selection from 
Mozart which was well performed, but 
could not necessarily be called a “show stop- 
per,” the second selection, from Hayden, 
was also beautifully done, but once again, 
there. was little to distinguish that perfor- 
mance from any other that one might hear 
on the radio. However, the music that fol- 
lowed the twenty minute intermission was

well worth the wait. The orchestra per- 
formed Arvo Part’s “Cantus in memory of 
Benjamin Britten,” which was written for 
Britten, one of Part’s mentors. This piece, 
though very solemn and perhaps even de- 
pressing, was perhaps the most beautiful 
selection I have ever experieced. Part’s com- 
position is unique in that it employs a single 
bell throughout the selection, which is 
“weaved” around the sound of the bell, ba- 
sically slowing by half a meter after each 
sounding of the single bell. The piece, qui- 
etly and powerfully climactic, gave one a 
tremendous impression not only of Arvo 
Part, but also of the musicians who so beau- 
tifully and skillfully interpreted his music. 
The evening’s performance ended with an- 
other selection from Mozart, which was well 


done and also much more “alive” than those 
performances which opened the concert. 
Particularly enthralling during the entire 
concert was witnissing firsthand the intense 
energy with which the musicians, particu- 
larly the violists and the violinists, per- 
formed. It is said by some that chamber 
music concerts are notoriously boring, and 
indeed there were some members of the 


audience who appeared to doze for much of 


the duration, but my impression of cham- 
ber music was absolutely greatly improved 
after having seen this concert. Once again, 
this globally renowned group of musicians 
has reasserted their position as one of the 
world’s premier chamber music orchestras.

Arriving nearly 
a half hour late for their 2:30 speaking en- 
gagement, the Senators and Secretary were 
greeted outside the Student Center by a 
crowd of well-wishers, along with a few 
supporters of Governor William Weld, who 
is challenging Senator Kerry for his seat. 

After being ushered into the Blue Lounge, 
our distinguished guests received a warm 
and eloquent welcome from SGA President 
Ginger Sullivan, who spoke on behalf of the 
Student Government Association to those 
in attendance about the many positive ad- 
vances being made at the college. Sullivan 
challenged the Senators and Secretary to 
continue their fight for support of public 
higher education. Dr. Kalyan Ghosh, Presi- 
dent of the College, thanked the Student 
Government Association for sponsoring the 
event, and also briefly greeted the speakers 
and thanked them for coming to WSC. 

Senator Kerry, in his remarks, discussed 
higher education and how vital support for 
education is to our nation. He touted his

Representative Peter , Jim McGovern- 
Blute: Republican 


Running for re-election in the Third Con- 
gressional District is Representative Peter 
Blute, the Republican candidate for this con- 
gressional seat. Blute attended high school 
in Shrewsbury and earned his B.A. from 
Boston College. He went on to work as an 
aide to Elliot Richardson during his cam- 
paign for the United States Senate. He ran 
successfully for Massachusetts State Rep- 
resentative in the Eleventh Worcester Dis- 
trict in 1986 and was re-elected in both 1988 
and 1990. During his first term in Congress, 
Blute was a vocal supporter of Congres- 
sional and budget reform. In the last three 
years, Blute has fought to pass a Balanced 
Budget Amendment and to give the Presi- 
dent line-item veto authority. Blute currently 
serves on the Transportation and Infrastruc- 
ture committees, which has allowed him to 
play a greater role in funding various 


projects of vital concern to Massachusetts 
and the Third District. He also serves on the 
Government Reform and Oversight Com- 
mittee, where he has continued to push to 
reduce the size of the federal bureaucracy 
and to root out government waste. 

Blute’s priorities for this session of Con- 


gress have included enactment of the “Se- 
nior Citizen Housing Safety Act,” which 


would end the practice of mixing elderly 
residents with former drug addicts in senior- 
only public housing developments. He has 
also filed the Fugitive Felon Welfare Elimi- 
nation Act, which was rolled into the major 
welfare reform bill, which was signed into 
law on August 22, 1996. He has been a pro- 
ponent of making the adoption process 
easier, as well as better integrating technol- 
ogy into the Federal government.

During this campaign, which many have 
called one of the most hotly contested races 
in the country, Senator Kerry has touted his 
record on many issues which face the com- 
monwealth, and maintains that he has served 
his constituents well. The Senator has par- 
ticularly emphasized, among other things, 
his record on such issues as crime, unem- 
ployment, and education. 

During his two terms as a Senator, Kerry 
has led the Senate fight to put 100,000 more 
police officers on U.S. streets, and 1,500 
additional police officers have been funded 
for Massachusetts. He has championed the 
assault-weapons ban, and co-sponsored the 
Brady “background-check” law. Kerry was 
a proponent of the Minimum Wage increase, 
and has voted to extend unemployment ben- 
efits for unemployed workers. He opposes

Running for the Representative’s seat here 
in the Third Congressional District is Jim 
McGovern, the Democratic nominee for the 
Congressional seat. Born and raised in 
Worcester, MA, McGovern is the son of two 
small-business own- 
ers. He earned his 
BA and MPA from 
American Univer- 
sity in Washington, 
DC., during which 
time he worked as an 
aide to Senator 
George McGovern. 
He went on to man- 
age McGovern’s 
Presidential cam- 
paign in Massachu- 
setts. For more than 
a decade, he has 
worked for Con- 
gressman Joe 
Moakley—D-South 
Boston. While work- 
ing as an aide to 
Moakley, McGovern 
eamed a reputation 
as a champion of hu- 
man rights; in 1989, 
he led the investigation into the murders of 
six Jesuit priests and two lay women in El 
Salvador. His report was later validated by 
the United Nations Truth Commission, and 
resulted in a Congressional vote to termi-

nate aid to the Salvadoran army. 

McGovern has been a strong advocate for 
biotech and environmental technology in- 
dustries as a way to create jobs and spur 
economic growth. He believes that such 
enterprises will 
play a major role 
in rebuilding this 
district’s manu- 
facturing base. He 
also believes edu- 
cation should be 
the government’s 
number one prior- 
ity. He opposes 
cuts in programs 
that help children 
from elementary 
school through 
college. A strong 
proponent’ of 
healthcare, 
McGovern says 
he would fight to 
ensure that no one 
will be denied 
health insurance 
because _ they 
change jobs or 
have a pre-existing condition. Finally, he 
opposes efforts to weaken clean air and 
water standards. McGovern believes that 
government should play a key role in help- 
ing our cities and towns rebuild aging wa- 
ter and sewer plants. 


Governor Weld Seeks

Massachusetts Governor 
William Weld is the Republican 
nominee for the U.S. Senate seat 
currently held by Senator John 
Kerry. A graduate of Harvard 


he graduated froin’ Harvard Law 
school in 1970. After serving as 
a law clerk with the state’s Su- 
preme Judicial Court for one 
year, Weld worked for:10 years 
at the Boston law firm of Hill & 
Barlow. In 1974, he served as as- 
sociate minority. counsel to the 
U.S. House Judiciary Committee 
during its Watergate impeachment inquiry. 
Weld was the 1978 Republican nominee for 
attorney general of Massachusetts. He was 
named U.S. Attorney for Massachusetts by 
President Reagan in 1981. He had a suc- 
cessful five-year tenure, and was then ap- 
pointed Assistant Attorney General for the 
Justice Department’s Criminal Division 
in 1986. With an emphasis on white- 


————— ————, collar crime cases and public cor- 


ruption, as well as narcotics, 
Weld oversaw all federal crimi- 
nal investigations in the nation. 


College and Oxford University 


Resigning ‘that post in 1988, he became a 
senior partner with the law firm of Hale & 
Dorr until his election as Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1990. 

As Governor, Weld has been a strong pro- 
ponent of toughened state criminal statutes, 


~ and has balanced seven budgets in a row 


without raising taxes or borrowing. Weld has 
cut personal and business taxes fifteen times, 
proposed and signed.a'tough welfare reform 
law with a 60-day work requirement, and 
has abolished early release on parole and 
increased mandatory sentences. He is serv- 
ing his second term as governor, to which 
he was elected with 71 percent of the vote. 
The Governor also touts his record on 
unemployment, which has been cut in half, 
from almost 10 percent to 5 percent. He 
also feels strongly that tax increases are 
hurting the working families of Massachu- 
setts more and more, forcing parents to work 
multiple jobs and not allowing them to spend 
enough time with their children. Weld also 
vows to help end partisan bickering by 
working side-by-side with 
Democrats to change the 
system for the 
better.

Dear Editor: 


Last night, I had a terrible dream. My fu- 
ture was hanging in the balance as I watched 
crazy events roll by like a horror movie. 
Some congressperson was giving a speech 
about how we should give endangered spe- 
cies “ designated area and blow it up.” I 
watched the House of Representatives pass 
a measure exempting oil refineries from air 
toxins standards-oil refineries, of all things! 
In my vision, 25% of all Americans lived 
within four miles of toxic Superfund sites 
and over 100 people died of water contami- 
nation in Milwaukee and Las Vegas. An ar- 
ticle in the New York Times Magazine in 
July 7, 1996 said “ in the past three years, 
companies and political action committees 
intent on rolling back environmental laws 
gave more in Congressional campaign do- 
nations than any other cluster of interest 
groups-$34 million.” Finally, my own Rep- 
resentative Manzullo was given a score of 
13 out of 100 from the League of Conser- 
vation Voters. The worst of it was I couldn’t 
do anything about any of these situations!! 
Thank heavens I was _ only 
dreaming...because, in fact, I can do some- 
thing about it: 

Over the past two years, the 104th Con- 
gress has done more to harm important safe- 
guards than any Congress in history, I’m 
talking about basic American rights: clean 
water fresh air, open places to run and fish 
and boat and play. Here in Massachusetts, 
our own third Congressional District Rep- 
resentative Peter Blute was given an embar- 
rassingly low score of 42 out of 100 by the 
League of Conservation Voters because of 
his horrendous record concerning environ- 
mental issues. In 1996, Blute voted against 
environmental protection and conservation 
on 7 different bills. He scored lower than 
any other Massachusetts representative or 
senator, clearly not reflecting the values held: 
dear by Massachusetts citizens. I am. 20 
years old. I know I don’t want a future dic- 
tated by the 104th Congress. And Novem- 
ber Sth is my day...our day...to turn the tide. 

I know it may seem hard to make a dif- 
ference, especially at a national level. But

In addition to voting for elected officials 

on Tuesday, we will also be voting on two 
ballot questions, both of which concern 
issues that directly affect both of us. 
Question one allows us to choose 

~ whether or not we want to ban the trap- 
ping of fur-bearing animals; a “yes” 
vote will “prohibit the use of certain 
traps for fur-bearing mammals, pro- 
hibit certain methods of hunting bear 
or bobcat, and eliminate some restric- 
tions on who may serve on the Fisher- 
ies and Wildlife Board. 

“A ‘no’ vote would make no 
change in the trapping or hunting laws, 
and would retain restrictions on who 
may serve on the Fisheries and Wild- 
life Board.” (“Information for Voters”) 

The arguments for question one in- 
clude the claim that trapping is inhu- 
mane, and that existing quotas guaran- 
teeing hunters 5 of 7 seats on the Fish- 
eries and Wildlife Board are unfair and 
akin to “deck stacking.” The Massa- 
chusetts Audubon Society, the 
MSPCA, and the Humane Society of 
the United States are encouraging vot- 
ers to vote “yes” on question one. 

Those in. opposition of question 
one say that the law would make us 
the only state to ban measures that 
health experts, wildlife biologists, and 
environmentalists believe are essential 

- to control wild animals like bears, bob- 
cat, coyote, raccoons, and beaver. 
Should the question pass, these animals 
will reproduce unchecked, increasing 
the threat of serious disease to people 
and pets, polluting water supplies, and 
damaging homes, crops and livestock. 
Question One also removes all mem- 
bership requirements for the State Fish- 
eries and Wildlife Board, credited with 
many state conservation programs. 
Removing such requirements would 
open the board to political appointees 
who know nothing about responsible 
wildlife management or public safety. 

Question Two deals with the fluo- 
ridation of Worcester’s water supply, 
which was voted on and passed by the 
Worcester City Council this past year. 
A “yes” vote will allow the city’s wa- 
ter supply to be fluoridated; a “no” vote 
would leave the city;s water supply as

Kennedy and John Kerry, along with U.S. 
Secretary of Education Richard Riley, paid 
a visit to Worcester State College Thursday 
to discuss education and the campaign, as

ence. Arriving 
nearly a half 
hour late for 
their 2:30 
speaking en- 
gagement, the 
senators and 
secretary were 
greeted out- 
side the stu- 
dent center by 
a crowd of 
well-wishers, 
along with a 
few supporters 
of Governor 
William Weld, 
who is chal- 
lenging Sena- 
tor Kerry for his seat. After being ushered 
into the Blue Lounge, our distinguished 
guests received a warm and eloquent wel- 
come from SGA President Ginger Sullivan, 
who spoke on behalf of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association to those in attendance 
about the many positive advances being 
made at the college. Sullivan challenged the 
Senators and Secretary to continue their 
fight for support of public higher education. 
Dr. Kalyan Ghosh, President of the College, 
thanked the Student Government Associa- 
tion for sponsoring the event, and also 
briefly greeted the speakers and thanked 
them for coming to WSC. 

Senator Kerry, in his remarks, discussed 
higher education and how vital support for 
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education is to our nation. He touted his 
record as an education-oriented offficial, and 
discussed with the audience his reasons for 
seeking re-election to the U.S. Senate. Also 
on the agenda for Kerry was his opponent’s

We wanted to try something different this 
week, so Roula suggested the Beirut Res- 
taurant at 102 Belmont Street. 

It was like walking into a Lebanese home 
right in Beirut. That’s what I felt like as I 
entered Beirut Restau- 
rant. The aroma was de- 
licious. Even the table- 
cloths reminded me of 
Lebanon. The setting 
was perfect. Arabic mu- 
sic played in the back- 
ground and scenic por- 
traits of Lebanon hung 
on the walls. I felt right 
at home except of course 
I was not serving myself. 
Which is always nice. 

We each ordered a cup 
of coffee. Trish had 
American coffee and I 
had Turkish coffee. This 
is stronger and is served 
in a small cup. It has 
cardoman (Hale in Ara- 
bic) in it which I love. 

After a few minutes of discussing the am- 
biance of the restaurant, we noticed that 
three people walked in and were unable to 

_ be seated because we took the last table of 
Jour and there was only a deuce left. Ever 
polite Roula offers to switch tables with 
them. Go figure! 

Trish was overwhelmed and left me with 
the choice of lunch. We had no trouble with 
the appetizer. We agreed on Baba Ghanouj, 
$3.25, which is an eggplant and Tahini 
blend. This came with the Lebanese bread 
(pita) and we devoured it. It was just like 
homemade. I can’t make it any better and 
I’m Arabic. 

Roula is not exaggerating. We killed the 
Baba Ghanouj in 3 minutes flat taking the 5 
year consecutive record of Michael 
McGourty. 

They offer specialty plates with sides of 
salad, a variety of salads, sandwiches, and 
entrees. Plates include grape leaves, 
hummus, kabob, fafta, and falafal. You can 
even grab a healthy hamburger and fries. We 
decided to share two specialty plates: The

kibbee for $7.00 (ground beef with wheat 
stuffed and baked with beef, pine nuts, and 


chopped onions) served with your choice of 


rice or yogurt, and shawarma for $7.00 (ex- 
tra lean beef and lamb thinly sliced, mari- 
nated with special spices 
and baked on a low fire). 
This is served with pars- 
ley, tomatoes, radish and 
tahini sauce. These 
plates came with a side 
of salad. We chose 
tabbouli and fattoush 
(salad with toasted 
Lebanese bread and 
Lebanese dressing.) The 
kibbee was fabulous. It 
was just like my moth- 
er’s kibbee (sorry Mom.) 
The shawarma was ex- 
cellent. The spices 
which overpower the 
plate might be a little too 
exotic for someone who 
has never had it before. 
The tabbouli was fresh and the fattoush was 
just right. So, that’s what Tabbouli is sup- 
posed to taste like. DAKA has a lot to learn. 
Definitely!!! I can’t express my enjoyment 
of these plates. Absolutely Delicious!! It 
was just like home cooking but then that’s 
what I would expect from a family run res- 
taurant. 

This was an experience. If you don't know 
anything about Lebanese food, I suggest that 
you bring a friend along. If you want to 
step out of the States for a while, check out 
the Beirut Restaurant. ‘ 

The bill came to $19.95. We overin- 
dulged, but hey you can get a sandwich for 
$3.00-$3.75. We opted for the specialty 
plates. Next time you’re up for hummus or 
grape leaves you know where to go.

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Heroes. We all have at least one, but just 
what is a “hero?”

However, the Nazis were ex- 
tremely single-minded, and few today 
would openly call Adolf Hitler their “hero.” 

The American Heritage Dictionary de- 
fines “hero” as: 


1. In mythology and legend, a man, often of 


divine ancestry, who is endowed with great 
courage and strength, celebrated for his bold 
exploits, and favored by the gods. 
2. A person noted for feats of courage or 
nobility of purpose, especially one who has 
risked or sacrificed his life. 
3. A person noted for special achievement 
in a particular field. 
4. The principal male character in a novel, 
poem, or dramatic presentation. 
5. See Submarine 

I think that, for our purposes, we can ig- 
nore definitions #1, #4, and #5, though #5 
is probably the best explanation we'll get 
(mmmmm, Hero sandwich). According to 
the dictionary, a person who has given spe- 
cial achievement is a hero. However, I 


would not call Dennis Rodman a “hero,” but 
I would call him an excellent basketball 
player. For reasons like this, I'l] ignore defi- 
nition #3 as well. 

That leaves us with definition #2. This 
one sounds pretty good. The only way I'd 
edit this one would be to change the word 
“or” to “and.” After all, many are coura- 
geous, but what they strive for is not virtu- 
ous (take the Nazis, for example). On the 
flip side, many have a noble purpose, but 
never do anything about it. 

So, to me anyway, a hero is someone who 
would “fight the good fight,” as they say. 
He would only have to try to accomplish 
some noble task, not even succeed. Some 
people that I consider heroes are Christo- 
pher Columbus, who, against conventional 
wisdom set sail to the west, and did not fall 
off the end of the earth; Jesus Christ and 
Ghandi, both of whom led campaigns of 
civil disobedience against the foreign rul- 
ers of their countries in their respective 
times; Martin Luther King Jr., who called 
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for a peaceful integration of white and black, 
which resulted in his assassination; 
Muhammad, who fled his home in the city 


of Mecca to escape from the persecution of 


the Umayyid clan, and founded a new reli- 
gion; Socrates, who made people question 
the people in authority, and refused to re- 
cant even under threat of death; and from 
today’s headlines, Christopher Reeve, who, 
after breaking his neck and being confined 
to a wheelchair as a quadriplegic, now 
speaks out on behalf of many causes. 

Almost everyone has heroes, but are our 
“heroes” worthy of the name? Should we 
instead honor those of great courage rather 
than those of great talent? I, like everyone 
else, think I have the answer, but it is differ- 
ent from that of other people. This is one 
thing that I know I can’t give an answer to, 
but I have tried, and perhaps that’s the best 
I can do.

The Campus Ministry offers students 
a place to go where they can socialize and 
participate in various activities that offer 
opportunities for growth and learning. The 
resources at the Ministry are available to all 
students seven days a week. There are no 
specific hours and any student can sign the 
key out for the house by presenting their 
student ID at the Campus Police. There is a 
TV, VCR, Stereo, board games, books and 
kitchen facilities available. The house be- 
longs to WSC and it is located up behind 
Dowden Hall and the basketball court. 
Since 1984-the Campus Ministry has been 
a safe place to go for students to explore 
and practice their beliefs within a commu- 
nity that promotes education and well-be- 
ing. 

In September of 1990, Fr. Tim Brewer 
began at the Ministry here at WSC. He cares 
about the people here a lot and he is very 
active in helping students to meet their needs 
within the context of what the Ministry pro- 
vides. This is largely defined by the stu- 
dents themselves so, Fr. Brewer works 
“with” the students as a colleague in many 
ways in addition to his primary function as 
a Catholic Priest. This team effort also in- 
cludes Rev. Val Nordbye who is the Protes- 
tant Campus Minister. Also, if a student 
seeks a representative of another faith they 
are referred by Fr. Brewer and/or Rev. 
Nordbye so that they can have access to the 
kind of guidance that they want. 

The Campus Ambassadors have a 
Bible Study which is held in the Student 
Center on Thursdays at 6:00 PM. 

On Wednesdays they put together a spa- 
ghetti dinner in the evening. The Newman 
Association does a considerable amount of 
community outreach and volunteering. 
These efforts include tutoring, building 
houses in conjunction with “Habitat For 
Humanity”, working with the mentally re- 
tarded, helping at the Clark Manor Nursing 
Home, various shelters and much more. 
There is a Catholic Mass held on Sunday 
evenings in Dowden Hall at 7:00 PM. 
Wednesday evenings Conformation class is 
offered at 7:15 PM. Soccer and basketball 
teams are sometimes hosted for dinner also. 
On the weekend of the 15th over twenty stu- 
dents attended a retreat in Watch Hill, RI 
that was sponsored by the Campus Minis- 
try. Their next retreat will be on the week- 
end of March 7th of next year in West 
Yarmouth, MA. 

During Homecoming the Campus 
Ministry house was dedicated to Fr. Roland 
J. Chenier who was the former Campus 
Minister who died in January. Fr. Brewer 
says “The Campus Ministry provides a place 
to ask the important questions in life and to 
explore their relationship with God and pro- 
vide atmosphere where that can happen. It 
is my hope that the Campus Ministry will 
continue to be an integral part of the WSC 
community. Reaching out, adapting and 
helping to create community on campus are 
all very important. The Campus Ministry 
is open to everyone.” Many of the students 
that utilize the Ministry live on campus but 
not all. Some of them are commuters, but 
Fr. Brewer would like to encourage more

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Class of ‘97 
President Resigns

Amy Mercer has resigned after success- 
fully serving as President of the Class of °97 
for the past three years. Amy has provided 
valuable leadership that has brought her 
class to their final year as undergraduates at 
Worcester State College. 

Last Wednesday, the Senior class Offic- 
ers called their President before a Senate Im- 
peachment Committee. The impeachment 
hearing was called on the grounds that the 
Senior Class President had not fulfilled “the 
expectations of a president according to the 
Synergy book.” “Synergy” is the hand book 
which defines the roles and responsibilities 
of all student leaders at Worcester State 
College. 

The Impeachment Committee was com- 
posed of five Senate members. Overseeing 
the hearing were Paul Joseph, Dean of Stu- 
dent Development as well as Faculty Mem- 
ber Ted Lethsteensen. Contained in the 
hearing were strict guidelines ensuring fair 
and equal representation for both parties 
involved. These guidelines dictated that 
each side would speak for one half hour 


each, followed by the opportunity for each 
side to speak five minutes of closing state- 
ments. Questions were then permitted from 
the gallery as well as from the Senate Com- 
mittee. Opening the hearing was the Class 
of 97’s Vice President. The Vice President 
presented the Senate Impeachment Commit- 
tee with a packet stating specific reasons 
which led the Senior Class Officers to re- 
quest the hearing. The Senior Class Offic- 
ers felt that Amy’s inability to attend many 
of the Senior meetings and functions, al- 
though due to personal reasons and job com- 
mitments, would be detrimental to the Se- 
nior Class as a whole. 

Specific concerns were examined with 
fairness and in excruciating detail by the 
Senate Impeachment Committee. Questions 
were then entertained from the Senate Im- 
peachment Committee as well as from the 
gallery. 

With no further comments from either 
side, the Senate Secretary adjourned the 
hearing pending decision the following af- 
ternoon at the §.G.A. meeting. Amy Mer- 
cer resigned with best intentions for herself 
as well as for the class she selflessly served.

Over the past two weekends, Nov. 8, 9, 
10, 15, 16, 17, the drama department at Holy 
Cross put on a production of William 
Shakespeare’s comedy Measure for Mea- 
sure. 

The performance was extremely popular, 
and rightly so, as it was completely sold out. 
Unknowingly, I arrived at the theatre ap- 
proximately 15 minutes prior to the start of 
the show. Walking into a crowded foyer, I 
worked my way over to the ticket booth, 
only to hear “Barry, party of 5.” Knowing 
this meant that a waiting list was being 
called for unclaimed tickets, and the fact that 
there were about a dozen other people wait- 
ing to hear their names, I was disappointed 
at not getting to see the play. The 
ticketmaster then held up a single ticket and 
called “I have one ticket left, and the play is 
starting, who wants in?” Having a date with 
me for the show, a single ticket did us no 
good. On our way to the exit, a Holy Cross 
student came over to me and asked how 
many tickets I was looking for. When I re- 
plied “two,” he immediately told me that 
he would sell them to me for $6 each. Ex- 
cited to see the play, I gladly paid the $12 
dollars (which was double the normal $3 
each ticket price). On our way into the the- 
atre, I leaned over to my date and whispered,

As always, the drama department at Holy 
Cross, specifically set designer William J. 
Rynders, made the most of the limited stage 
space available with a cleverly designed set. 
Four sets of elaborate gates, painted differ- 


ent colors on different sides, as well as ex- 
cellent lighting, divided the fixed set into 
specifically focused scenes. 

The performance itself left nothing to be 
desired. The entire spectrum of emotion 
poured onto the stage by the seemingly all- 
star cast, evoked every response that I would 
suggest Shakespeare intended when he 
wrote the play. Ranging from outrageous 
laughter to a tear-jerking scene of forgive- 
ness, each character gave his/her all and it 
was more than appreciated by the audience. 

Barnadine, a dissolute prisoner played by 
Patrick J. Schleisman, was one of the comic 
highlights with his literally slobberingly 
funny performance. Joining him with his 
more witty comedy, was Lucio, best friend 
of Claudio played by Stephen Shove, more 
than lived up to the definition of his “fan- 
tastic” character. Conversely, I felt a tear 
forming when Isabel, near rape victim of 
Angelo, played by Hope Pulick, dropped to 
aknee to plead for Angelo’s life to be spared. 
Each member of this cast performed as if 
their role was the most important one on the 
stage. This type of dedication and profes- 
sionalism translate into the best perfor- 
mances, which is what was given here. 

Wherever literature majors in the colleges

Fenwick Theatre. This production of

In the Sports Comer this week, we have 
an abridged (make that very abridged) ex- 
planation of the rules of Football. These 
Tules are by no means complete, but I hope 
to give a sense of how to understand the 
game. The game is somewhat complex, but 
the basics are easy to learn. 

The first thing to know is that football is 
a game in which one team of eleven men 
tries to move the ball into the opposing 
team’s endzone. The field is actually 100 
yards long not including the two 10 yard 
endzones. 

The team with the ball (called the offense) 
is given four downs (attempts) to move the 
ball ten yards. They don’t have to move the 
ball all ten yards at once. If they do move 
the ball ten yards, they are rewarded with a 
new first down, and the get to keep doing 
this until they either can’t move the ball the 
full ten yards or until they bring the ball into 
the endzone, which is called a touchdown. 

A touchdown is worth 6 points. After a 
touchdown, the scoring team is allowed to 
try for either one or two extra points. If they 
go for two points, the ball is placed on the 5 
yard line and the offensive team has one 
chance to either run or pass the ball into the 
endzone. If they go for | point, the ball is 
again placed on the 5 yard line, but it is in- 
stead snapped (snapping is the act of one of 
the players throwing the ball between his 
legs to another player) to a player who holds 
it for another player (called a kicker) to kick 
through the goal posts. 

The two teams line up on what is called

the Line of Scrimmage is. The Line of 
Scrimmage, usually abbreviated to “The 
Line,” is what yard line the football is placed 
on at the start of a play. 

Now let’s explain the positions. For the 
offense: The Center is the big guy who 
Starts the play with his hand on the ball. To 
either side of him is a Guard, and on the 
other side of them from the Center are the 
Tackles. These five men are collectively 
known as the offensive line. The offensive 
line’s job is to give time for the Quarter- 
back to throw the ball or to make room for 
the Running Back to get past the defense. 
The Quarterback (also called the QB) is 
lined up directly behind the Center. He de- 
cides what plays to use, and whether to run 
or pass the ball. Usually lined up on one 
end or the other right next to a Tackle is what 
is called a Tight End. The Tight End, de- 
pending on the play can either block for the 
quarterback, or run out to receive a pass. 
Set further out, almost at the sides of the 
field, are the Wide Receivers (Also called 
Wide Outs) who are 2-3 in number. Their 
job is to run out and receive a pass. Lastly 
there is 1-2 men called Running Backs. 
They can either be given the ball by the QB, 
or block for him in a passing play. 

The defense is fairly straightforward. The 
defensive line usually consists of three-four 
men. In the middle, is the Nose Tackle. He 
is stands directly in front of the Center. To 
either side are Defensive Tackles. They are 
positioned between the Guard and Offen- 
sive Tackle. Sometimes another man will 
be set up at the end of the defensive line to 
try to get in at the QB. Standing behind 
them are three-four men called Lineback- 
ers. The defensive line and Linebackers try 
to tackle the Quarterback. Other than these

men, there is usually one man set for each 
receiver, and one man for each back set up 
behind the Linebackers. These men are 
called Safeties. 

There is also one other special player who 
is on field to kick the ball away, to give the 
other team worse position when they take 
control of the ball. He is called a Punter. 

Points are given as follows. A team gets 
six points for moving a ball into the oppos- 
ing team’s endzone. A team scoring a touch- 
down get extra points as described above. 
In the event that a team cannot get close 
enough for a touchdown, and it is their last 
down, they may attempt a field goal in which 
a kicker tries to kick a ball between the goal 
posts. This is worth three points. The only 
other way to get points is through what is 
called a Safety (this is not the same as the 
player). In this instance, the defense pushes 
the offense back into their own endzone. 
This is worth two points. 


Glossary of common terms. 


Clipping-is an illegal tackle to a player, who 
does not have possession of the football, 
from behind, and below the knees. 

“D”-A common chant heard during a game. 
“D” is short for defense, which is who you 
want to succeed. 

Fair Catch-During a special teams play, a 
receiver can call for a fair catch by waving 
his arms. In this situation, he cannot be hit, 
but he cannot run either. 

Flag-(AKA penalty marker) This is thrown 
by a referee when he sees an illegal play. 
Grounding, Intentional-The QB, when he 
is about to be tackled, will try to get rid of 
the ball so that the team will not lose any

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yards. If he throws to a point where there is 
absolutely no possibility of reception, a ref- 
eree may call this penalty. 
Half-Time-This is a 12-15 minute period 
in the middle of the game, where the coaches 
discuss strategy with the team. 
Huddle-This is when the offense and de- 
fense discuss their respective strategies be- 
tween plays 

Interception-This is when a defensive 
player catches a ball meant for an offensive 
player. 

Kick-Off-This is the time at the beginning 
of the First and Third Quarters when one 
team kicks to another. 

Markers-These are big red or orange sticks 
used to measure how far the offense has to 
go for a touchdown 

Motion-This is when an offensive player 
moves before the ball is snapped. Only one 
back or receiver is allowed to move like this 
at a time. 

Offsides-This is when an offensive player 
crosses the Line of Scrimmage before the 
ball is snapped. 

Punt-This is when the offense chooses to 
kick the ball away on their fourth down 
rather than risk the defense having better 
field position, or after a touchdown, when 
the offense kicks the ball to the defense. 
Quarter-This is one of four 15 minute play- 
ing periods. 

Rushing-This is when the ball is hended by 
the QB to another player, who then runs with 
it. 

Sack-A sack is any tackle which results in 
a loss of yards for the offense, but is usually 
reserved for when the QB is tackled. 
Sidelines-These are both the actual lines 
running the length of the field along the 
sides, and the area just beyond it where

Special Teams-these 
are the two groups 
that are on field dur- 
-| ing a punt. 
Touchback-This is 
when, during a punt, 
*)| the ball is received in 
‘| the endzone. The ball 
gets brought out to the 
twenty-yard line. 
Turnover-This is 
when the ball changes 
possession from one 
team to another. 
Two-Minute Of- 
fense-This is a type of 
offense, designed to 
be used after the two- 
minute warning, 
where the offense 
does not take time to 
huddle. 

Two Minute Warn- 
ing-This is a free time 
out given by the ref- 
erees at the end of the 
second and fourth 
quarters

Born in Boston, a man, who shall remain 
nameless, died of AIDS a few years ago. I 
spoke to his sister at around 11:30 in the 
Blue Lounge in the Student Center. During 
our talk, she showed me the panel that she 
had made. She explained what every detail 
meant on the panel...and I found it amazing 
to think how much of her actually came out 
in this panel. She explained about the scene 
from a Los Angeles beach that she had sown 
onto the bottom right comer. Two empty 
cots sat side by side on a secluded beach. 
Above them, an umbrella with an AIDS rib- 
bon hanging from it. Underneeth, is a set 
of footprint from where he used to stand. 

AIDS has been the biggest tradgedy of 
the twentieth century. HIV (Human Immu- 
nodeficiency Virus) causes AIDS. HIV de- 
stroys the immune system. Due to this, in- 
fections that usually are harmless to HIV- 
people can be fatal to some one who is 
HIV+. The astonishing thing about AIDS 
is the ignorance that surrounds it. No..it is 
not possible to get AIDS through casual 
contact. The only ways to get AIDS are: 

*through vaginal, anal, or oral intercouse 
with someone who has the virus 
*thruogh the sharing of needles or sy- 
ringes 


*through blood transfusions or blood 
products 

*by getting blood, sperm, or vaginal se- 
cretions in your body from an infected part- 
ner 

*by receiving organ transplants from 
someone who had the virus 

*artificial insemination 

*getting cut or puctured with an instument 
that is contaminated with the virus 

*women can transfer the virus to her fe- 
tus during pregnancy or birth, or during 
breastfeeding 

I hate to sound condisending, but some 
one has to paint the picture...as ugly as it 
may be. Ignorance is 
unforgivable...especially in matters like this. 
I spent a couple of hours talking to people 
down at the Names Project. Some of the 
stories that I heard were stories that I know 
I will never forget for the rest of my life. A 
little boy, at a panel showing in Boston, 
jumped onto a panel, and then sat on it. The 
general rule is that on one is not allowed to 
touch the panel unless it is you very own. 
The boy was asked to move and he did...just 
in time for his aunt to come over and ex- 
plain that the particular panel he was sitting 
on belong to his mother. The boy, at this 
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point, cried uncontrollably for about an hour. 
And waht about the panel that belongs to a 
member of the clergy? Or what about the 
panel that reads “to the first openly gay Po- 
lice officer in Boston... What about the hun- 
dreds of people around the world that die 
every day from AIDS? 

Cleve Jones and Mike smith started the 
AIDS Quilt...but it’s popularity didn’t soar 
until 1987...when 2,000 panels decorated the 
lawn in front of the Capital building. To- 
day, more than 45,000 different panels from 
all around the world come together to form 
the quilt, making it weigh an incredible 42 
tons. The entire quilt is now large enough 
to cover 21 football fields. The quilt raises 
awareness, and it shows people the faces 
behind the names. People sometimes think: 
“Oh, thatcould never vbe me.” Well, I’m 
hear to tell you this: Yes. It could be you. 
Or me. Or even the boy or girl next door. 
Anyone can get HIV/AIDS. It doesn’t mat- 
ter if you are young or old. Gay, Bisexual, 
or Straight. Male or female. Unsafe sex, 
even once, can mean that you are infected. 

Ts it worth the risk?

Why Can’t They Set 
Hours For the Gym?

There are some inconsistencies in the area 
of the policy as far as this school is con- 
cerned. Although most are relatively insig- 
nificant, there is one that can’t go without 
notice. Most of the facilities available for 
student use have a set schedule and at least 
24 hours notice is to be given if a change in 
the schedule is going to occur. The only 
exception is the gym. There is no schedule 
posted outside the entrance to the gym which 
indicates the time slots when it is reserved 
for use by the varsity sports teams or other 
organizations, nor is any notice given when 
there is a change in practice times for var- 
sity sports. For example, the practices for 
the basketball teams usually start at 3pm. 
Last Friday, however, practice started 
promptly at 2pm and all students using the 
gym at that time were asked to leave. 


Although I am not against varsity sports 
or their right to hold practices, I am against 
an athletic department that has no common 
courtesy towards students who use the gym 
for the purposes other than varsity sports. 
Considering that the overwhelming major- 
ity of students that pay activity fees to use 
the gym do not participate in varsity sports, 
it is only fair to let them know when they 
can use it and at least 24 hours notice when 
a change in those hours will be made.

Hunger Bus-T delivered 350 pounds of 
clothing and 150 pounds of food. State 
wide, over two tons of clothing and two and 
a half tons of food were collected for agen- 
cies in need. 

Joe Sacco, legislative aide for State Sena- 
tor Bernstien, remarked “the Senator ac- 
tively supports student efforts like this. We 
encourage more student involvement in the 
community.” Sacco also assisted the stu- 
dents in unloading the bus. 

MASS Student PIRG, is a student--di- 
rected volunteer organization, and has 
twenty three chapters state-wide working on 
environmental and hunger and homeless is- 
sues. Newman Association is a religious 
community service student organization.

Brookline Ma., on December 30, 
1994, an individual attacked two 
women’s health clinics, shooting 
seven individuals and taking the 
lives of Shannon Lowney and Lee 
Ann Nichols in the process.

On November 21, 22, 23, and 24, the 
Worcester State College Department of Vi- 
sual and Performing Arts brought us The 
Love Of The Nightingale, a mythical play 
by Timberlake Wertenbaker. It was directed 
by Worcester States’ own Dr. Ann-Marie 
Shea. 

The Love Of the Nightingale is a very 
deep play. It is about deceit, rape, and forced 
silence.

A day or so later, an 
already boiling Philomele discovers that her 
sister is not dead, and she totally blows up 
on Tereus, telling him she will tell the world 
of his sins. Tereus responds to her threats 
by cutting off her tongue, silencing her for- 
ever. Five years later, Philomele uses a per- 
formance of hand-crafted puppets to com- 
municate visual testimony of the crimes. 
Procne, who was told by Tereus that 
Philomele had drowned on the boat trip, is 
reunited with her sister when she witnesses 
and understands her use of the puppets. The 
two sisters team up to take revenge on 
Tereus. It is Philomele who takes retribu- 
tion. She kills Tereus’s only son, by Procne. 

I could not find much wrong with this 
play. The plot was very deep and the play 
sent out a powerful message about man and 
his aggressiveness towards women, which 
horribly can very often lead to rape. This 
play points out the horrors of rape and 
should cause some of us to examine our- 
selves and try to figure out why the hell 
someone would want to humiliate and 
degregate another human being in this way, 
the worst possible way. It strips a woman 
of security and self- respect, and if it hap- 
pens to her, she will most likely never trust

men again. Rape is an ugly, horrible thing 
and the play did a good job of showing us 
that. 

This play featured scintillating perfor- 
mances by Ramona Puchalski and Michelle 
Buonopane. They were so good I will ven- 
ture to say that their performances gave the 
play it’s life and breath. Michelle displayed 
an incredible range of emotions. She was 
simply electrifying and was perfectly cast. 
Ramona is very talented and gave us a great 
performance as the dignified, staid Procne. 
She too displayed the wide range of emo- 
tions necessary to put on the wonderful per- 
formance that she did. Ramona and 
Michelle made one want to keep watching. 
I was rather lukewarm to the rest of the casts’ 
acting, maybe with the exception of Sally 
Earle as Niobe, a servant to Phiomele. Ri- 
chard Preston did not convince me as King 
Pandion. A king should be strong, bold, 
tough and leathery. Richard made a good 
effort, but he struck me as a little wishy- 
washy. I thought most of the other actors 
put on lazy, uninspiring performances. Ziad 
Al-Azem did not seem credible as Tereus. 
Tereus is supposed to be an absolutely hor- 
rible man, one with absolutely no soul what- 
soever. Throughout the entire play, Ziad 
made Tereus seem reluctant and apologetic 
about his actions. I know Ziad and he is a 
very nice guy, so maybe that was his prob-

The directing was fine. Dr. Ann Marie 
Shea did a fine job of orchestrating all the 
characters’ actions on stage, which could 
have been a little difficult because of the 
two huge. intersecting ramps on the stage. 
My impression was that everyone of the 
plays’ multitudinous cast members’ actions 
flowed very smoothly. not a hair seemed out 
of place. 
recting covered up a few mediocre acting 
performances. 

I was comfortable with the play’s cos- 
tumes. All but one seemed 
mythical.” I was a little confused by 
Philomele’s garb. . Michelle Buonopane 
wore denim shorts and a striped short- 
sleeved shirt. Her outfit seemed largely 
anachronistic for a mythical play, especially 
when no one else wore similarly informal 
garb. This play, however, is touted as a play 
for our times, so perhaps Michelle’s costume 
attempted to establish the confluence be- 
tween our times and mythical times. 

All in all, I was very satisfied with the 
play. It bore a powerful, crucial message, 
and featured the fine talents of Puchalski and 
Buonopane.

Dear Prospective Member: 
og Liberia should have a special place in the conscience of the United States of America. Its impetus to become a nation came from the United States. For 149 years, it was a stalwart 
ally of the United States. Yet for the past years, as a civil war has taken almost 200,000 lives, displaced more than two-thirds of the population and destroyed its infrastructure, the United 
States has treated this great tragedy as a regional problem. 

Liberia has a unique historical and cultural link to the United States. Settled by African Americans, many of them former slaves, in the early decades of the 19th century, Liberian 
became a republic in 1847. The United States influence on Liberia is reflected the African nation’s constitution, the star and stripes of its red, white and blue flag, the structure of its 
government, the names of its cities, its schools’ curriculum, its official language and the remarkable degree of good will its citizens feel toward America. Through all the major conflicts of 
the 20th century, Liberians been among the most dependable allies of the United States, In both World Wars, Liberia declared war on the enemies of the United States and offered vital air 
bases, ports, and natural resources to support the United States military. During the Cold War, Liberia voted with the United States on every significant resolution at the United Nations, It 
hosted facilities for electronic monitoring and became the largest base for United States intelligence-gatheriing in Africa. 

Yet when Liberia's security was most at risk because of civil conflict the United States government deferred to ECOWAS, an under-funded regional organization composed of some 
of the world’s poorest nations. Half of the $10 million earmarked by the United States to support a peacekeeping force had not been committed by April 1996, Meanwhile, the cost to the 
United States of responding to the humanitarian crisis since 1990 has been emergency relief assistance valued at over. $445 million, over $66 million provided in the past year alone, more 
than eight times the amount committed to peacekeeping. 

In the absence of a viable security plan, the torrent of refugees continues to undermine Liberia's relations with its immediate neighbors. Though the United States has implored 
those nations to admit Liberian refugees, its own record of Liberian admissions decries the long relationship with that nation. 

The approach to achieving peace in Liberian has revolved around the ECOWAS process for six years. This process has, in turn, been dependent on a core group of ECOWAS 
nations with the will and very limited resources to engage in diplomacy or to commit forces for peacekeeping, Fourteen peace agreements have been largely brokered without the United 
States and other international parties, such as the United Nations or OAU, present with ECOWAS as working partners at the negotiating table. The result of this agreements and the 
resources, and leverage, necessary for successful implementation, This failure to produce a concerted approach to all aspects of the peace process, from mediation to negotiation and 
implementation, produced the tragic results that we have witnessed in Liberia. 

On August 17 the Economic Community of West African States(ECOWAS) concluded meetings that provide a new timetable for the peace process, Starting August 20, the warring 
factions are to observe a cease-fire, dismantle checkpoints and withdraw from zones of combat, The peacekeeping force, expanding from 8500 to 18000 troops, is to deploy throughout 
Liberia in November. Demobilization is to be completed by January 31, Elections are to be held on May 31 with a turnover to an elected government on June 15. The revised plan calls for 
sanctions against members of the warring factions that obstruct the peace process. Sanctions include restrictions on travel, freeze on economic activities, exclusion from electoral process, 
and war crime charges. 

Now the United States has another opportunity to assert its international leadership at a critical juncture to ensure that the success of the new peace process. This leadership will not 
lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States must heighten its diplomatic efforts to help coordinate the process of peace and gather the funding that 
is necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization in Liberia. 

The United States should take the necessary steps to ensure that its commitment of $30 million to support the ECOMOG peacekeeping force is obligated before the end of the fiscal 
year 1996. While the United States pledge of $30 million is a step in the right direction it will not alone enable a doubling of ECOMOG to the 18,000 troops necessary for deployment by 
November. It is vital that the United States provide additional funds to make up this shortfall or take the lead to obtain significant pledges from other donor countries 
A top priority of the United States should be the implementation of a serious program for demobilizing Liberia's combatants, Regretfully, no additional funding has been pledged by the 
United States to improve what was an inadequately funded and designed demobilization plan. In fact, some of the funds allocated in early 1996 for reintegration of Liberia's 60,000 
combatants have been diverted elsewhere. The United States should take the lead in designing a comprehensive demobilization program, This program will not involve United States troops, 
but should include the resources for every stage of demobilization from encampment to training and counseling of combatants. A contribution of $20 million (non-food related) from the 

United States will provide the resources necessary to initiate a wellconceived demobilization program and encourage future contributions from other international donors. 

President Clinton and the United States Congress must make Liberia a priority on our foreign relations agenda in Africa. United State leadership is.critical if the key elements are 
to be achieved on schedule under the new peace plan. This leadership will not lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States through its Special Envoy, 
must heighten its diplomatic efforts to coordinate the implementation of the peace process and gather the additional resources necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization 

The United States should strengthen the response of the international community to the needs of the peace process, The foundation for a new international approach to the peace 
process already exists with the International Contact Group for Liberia, the group of donor countries that have pledged support to the peace process The concept behind the ICGL should be 
expanded to a tightly coordinated partnership that includes the United States, ECOWAS, and the United Nations. This high level of cooperation will ensure that scarce resources are 
effectively utilized. 

The outbreak of fighting in Monrovia in April-May of 1996 was the latest in a series of clashes in Liberia's intractable war, During the past nearly seven years, the war has produced 
shocking humanitarian conditions for Liberian civilians, The most recent fighting exacerbated even further these conditions. Humanitarian assistance organizations have becn unable to 
deliver food and other emergency services because of the fighting in Monrovia, Their resources looted by gangs of combatants and the safety of their relief workers threatened, these 
organizations closed or dramatically reduced their operations in Liberia. 

As a result of the civil war in Liberia, an estimated 800,000 Liberians are internally displaced; another 800,000 are refugees in neighboring countries that are among the poorest in the world. 
Approximately 50 % of the population in Monrovia, upwards of 350,000 persons, were forced to flee their homes due to the April-May fighting and another 3,000 died. During June-July 
some 3,300 new cases of cholera were reported in Monrovia and a July survey found malnutrition rates for children in displaced shelters have increased up to 25%. 

Now that the dust of the Civil War in Liberia is settling down, an era of a NEW LIBERIA is at hand. Whether anyone likes it or not, an leadership is bound to emerge, supposedly to shoulder 
the national responsibilities of politics and administration and to ensure the continued survival of the Liberian people and culture. 

That such leadership will be genuine and committed is a matter that you as Liberians and friends of Liberia can decide, or at least influence, But choosing national leadership is a 
serious and difficult business, In Liberia, bombed-out homes and shops are painful reminders of what happens when leaders.are chosen unwisely, We cannot allow this to happen again, This 
is why the Liberian Social Justice Foundation is campaigning for PEACE, SECURITY, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL AND POLITICAL JUSTICE IN LIBERIA. 

The Liberian Social Justice Foundation has carefully examined the administrative and operational policies of both the past and present administration in Liberia, and in our candid 
opinion, much more needs to be done to help Liberia go in the direction she needs to go. We as Liberians must try to have a positive influence on the selection of the national programs and 
the corresponding leadership which will inevitably affect our lives and the lives of our people for many years to.come. 

My fellow Liberians and Friends of Liberia, the Liberian Social Justice Foundation has embarked on a mission to ensure that PEACE, UNITY, SECURITY, FREEDOM AND 
SOCIAL JUSTICE prevail in Liberia. This is an awesome responsibility that can only occur if we cooperate as a team. History will judge us not by what we say, but by what we do. With 
God and the determined mind, there is nothing we cannot achieve for our Liberian Society. It is in this light that I urge you to support and. contribute to the Liberian Social Justice 
Foundation’s programs. 

Liberia, the African nation established in the 1800s by freed American slaves, has been torn by civil war since 1989. What does the Liberian Civil War meanto Americans in terms 
of health care, humanitarian relief, stability throughout Africa and the continuation of missionary work?

November 21, 1996 


President Ghosh, Platform Party, col- 
leagues, families and friends, Good evening, 
and a very special good evening to the Se- 
nior Class, and I thank you for giving me 
the honor of being your speaker this 
evening, and allowing me to be a part of 
this important event in your lives. 

When Kim came to my office, and gave 
me this assignment, I asked her if there was 
a particular issue or interest that the senior 
class wanted me to address, or how long was 
I supposed to speak. Well, Kim said we want 
you to cover the events of the past four years 
and how they will affect us as leaders, and 
you have fifteen minutes. 

As I thought about Kim’s reply and be- 
gan to think about what I was going to say, 
I realized that I had some good news and I 
had some bad news. However, I believe that 
the good news outweighs the bad. 

Let’s take a very rapid fire, thumbnail look 
at a few of the things that have been hap- 
pening, and the legacy that will pass on to 
you.. 

First I have to mention the phenomenon 
that will have the greatest impact of all, tech- 
nology. Technology bombards us with in- 
formation, it provides access and options so 
extensive that it is humanly possible to ab- 
sorb it all. Modern technology results in 
things evolving so rapidly that obsolescence 
has become a way of life, and humankind, 
a species that struggles to avoid change, 
must now deal with major changes on a daily 
basis. 

Things that we once accepted as facts of 
life that we had little control over are no 
longer that simplistic. The events of birth 
and dying are good examples. Now there is 
extensive discussion about the pros and cons 
of biogenetics, artificial insemination has 
become almost routine. And in spite of abor- 
tion laws, disagreement, that too often re- 
sults in violence, continues about the right 
of a fetus to be born, and a woman’s right to 
choose. At this very moment, legal opin- 
ions are being written in an effort to deter- 
mine a person’s right to make an individual 
decision to end his or her life when the pain 
of living becomes too great. 

Scandal is rampant in America, in every 
branch of the military, and from the lowest 
to the highest levels of our Government and 
major corporations. And worse still, the 
foundations of our faith have been shaken 
by scandal. 

We hunger for heroes and find ourselves 
dealing with a level of mean spiritedness and 
divisiveness that has placed our nation in 
crisis. Militia groups, have sprung up and 
become strong from coast to coast. Their 
message is very clear. Two hundred Ameri- 
cans died as a result of terrorist acts last year, 
and as if that isn’t horrible enough, many of 
the terrorists who are responsible for those 
deaths, are themselves Americans. 

There are those who say that thirty years 
of Affirmative Action is enough. They tell 
us that the damage caused by hundreds of 
years of slavery followed by many more 
years of legislated discrimination has been 
eradicated, and the playing field is now 
level. All one has to do is work, and apply 


oneself to succeed. Yet, in the past week 
we have heard of the worst kinds of discrimi- 
nation occurring, and being condoned on our 
military bases and in one of our major cor- 
porations. 

Last Sunday’s Boston Globe had an ex- 
tensive story on the sexual harassment that 
has been occurring on military bases. On 
one page of that article there was a picture 
of female soldiers standing and listening to 
instructions from a male soldier. The cap- 
tion read, “Lt. Col. (John Doe) discusses 
ways to avoid situations that could lead to 
sexual harassment, wit women recruits last 
week at Aberdeen.” And I thought, “they 
still don’t get it!” That picture should have 
shown the Lt. Col. talking to a room full of 
men. And the caption should have read; Lt. 


Col. tells men under his command, that no 
form of sexual harassment will be tolerated 
at this military installation! Those women 
need to be able to focus their energy and 
attention on becoming the best soldiers they 
can be. Because someday their lives may 
depend on those skills. Why should women 
have to always be distracted being con- 
cerned with trying to remember a lot of ri- 
diculous things fo do in order to avoid the 
bad boys? That’s just another form of dis- 
crimination. 

And there’s Texaco, a corporate giant. I 
believe it’s safe to assume that their CEO is 
arelatively bright person: yet he would have 
us believe that he was shocked and thor- 
oughly appalled to discover that such bla- 
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tant discrimination had been occurring 
within his organization. Surely he must have 
noticed that all of the individuals on his de- 
cision making teams appeared to be the 
same color, and when he called his middle 
and senior managers together and looked out 
at that sea of faces, he must have realized 
that there weren’t a lot of flavors to choose 
from. What message is he really sending? 
Is it that it’s OK, as long as you don’t get 
caught? 

I know that corporations are not altruis- 
tic, they aren’t intended to be. Businesses 
exist to make money, and I don’t have a 
problem with that. I happen to be very fond 
of money. However, wouldn’t it have been

Mid-Year Madness Hits WSC

Over the winter break, on Friday and Sat- 
urday, January 10 and 11, members of many 
student organizations converged on the 
WSC student center for the first annual 

“Mid-Year Madness” leadership develop- 
ment conference. 

The conference was put on by the Stu- 
dent Government Association, with help 
from many WSC staff members. 

The conference began at 4:30 PM on Fri- 
day night with a dinner and short speeches 
by Senate Chairperson Ken Bouchard, SGA 


President Ginger Sullivan, and Dean of Stu- 
dent Development Paul Joseph. 

There were several workshops. There was 
one on how to increase your creativity for 
events sponsored by your organization, 
which was run by Julianna Taylor. Which 
was followed by a workshop on organiza- 
tional unity run by Ginger Sullivan. A third 
workshop was on creativity and was run by 
Chrissy Maynard. All of the workshops 
were fun and informational. 

The main activity of the conference was 
the “Madness Task,” in which several 
groups, each made up their own organiza- 
tion, and created an event for the school, 
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a very astute business move for Texaco to 
make sure that it’s middle and senior man- 
agement teams were somewhat reflective of 
it’s market? It certainly would have been 
less costly. 

We just held a national election, were you 
paying attention, better still, did you exer- 
cise your right, your privilege, your respon- 
sibility to vote? It is inconceivable to me 
that less than half, 49%, of eligible Ameri- 
can citizens, in this troubled land, bothered 
to go to the polls. News Anchorman Tom 
Brokaw, speaking about this indifference, 
said, “if we don’t sell hard the idea of par- 
ticipation, we will be left with a system be- 
holden only to the highly motivated, very 
narrowly defined special interest.” I would 
add, nothing could be more threatening to 
our democracy. 

We watch commercials from American 
based charities, that show the poverty and 
suffering in so called third world countries. 
They show children with large sad eyes, and 
swollen bellies. They don’t tell you that 
there are more children in America who also 
have large sad eyes, and swollen bellies. In 
America, there are more than 2 million chil- 
dren suffering from abuse and neglect. Se- 
rious injury to children has soared in the past 
few years and the numbers continue to 
climb. One in every five children in the U.S. 
is poor, for children under six, the rate is 
one in four. Two of three poor children live 
in a working poor family, and poverty rates 
are highest among inner-city and rural chil- 
dren. 

The largest ethnic group of poor children 
is white, they constitute 41%. However, a 
black child is more likely to be poor than a 
white of Latino child. And, poverty rates 


children. In one of the richest countries in 
the world there are more than 14 million 
poor children, our number surpasses those 


and had to produce a 5 to 7 minute skit to 
advertise it. Each group was given a group 
of three completely unrelated words on the 
first night which had to be used in their skit. 
Then they would receive a wacky object the 
next day at lunch which also had to be used 
in their skit. 

“Fi-Ché” produced a skit based on the cel- 
ebration of the anniversary of some Idaho- 
ans coming to WSC, and exchanging gifts 
(a ficus plant and a chicken, hence the name 
Fi-Ché) with other students. 

Another group, the “Sexhibitionists,” ap- 
parently a takeoff on a previous name for 
the Student Events Committee, played their

of many third world nations. And our in- 
fant mortality rate for inner cities also sur- 
passes the rates of some third world nations. 
disease and violent death are at epidemic 
levels in our inner cities. Children are dy- 
ing from curable diseases, only because they 
are poor and do not have access to medical 
care. 

Now we are hearing about Brown Fields, 
vacant lots abandoned by manufacturers. 
Inner city kids play in these lots, the prob- 
lem is that many of the lots are toxic and 
contribute to the already dangerous health 
problems faced by these youngsters. We 
cannot afford to lose so many children. A 
nation that neglects its children forecloses 
on its tomorrows. 

I must also tell you that you won’t have 
the kind of job security that generations be- 
fore you had. Corporate pension plans are 
disappearing and medical benefits aren’t as 
certain as they once were. Downsizing has 
become an annual corporate process. In 
addition, the discussion continues around 
Social Security, and in spite of some adjust- 
ments, Social Security for future generations 
may be very different from the program 
currently in effect. 

What a legacy we are handing you, but I 
promised you some good news. And there 
is very good news. 

We know that with the right leadership, 
America can eliminate poverty within it 
borders by the year 2000. We must stop 
sending jobs out of the country, and bring 
them back to the neighborhoods to provide 
work for Americans that pay, not minimum 
wages, but living wages, so that working 
men and women have the means to provide 
for their families. There can be no Glass 
Ceiling for anyone, and there must be equal 
opportunity and economic justice for all citi- 


_ zens. And all organizations must operate in 
‘away that is environmentally safe. We don’t 


need more Brown Fields. 

We also know that this planet is more than 
capable of providing for all its inhabitants. 
The technology is already available to al- 
low us to harvest and harness the oceans in 
a way that has never been possible before. 
Efforts are already underway to learn more 
about the resources of our rain forest, and 
of course we must stop destroying them,. 
Your generation may very well provide the 
explorers who take on that last earthbound 
frontier and fully reveal its wonders and 
healing powers. 

Some nations of the world are beginning 
to realize that war is no longer a method 
that can be used to boost the economy, war 
has become too toxic, too costly in lives and 
dollars. So nations are grudgingly begin- 
ning to talk to one another, the process is 
slow and difficult, but it is good. Your lead- 
ership must reinforce those efforts. It has 
been said many times, if we do not learn to 
live together in peace, we will surely die 
together. 

Those of you who rise to the top will be 
leaders in a nation of citizens, I believe, who 
will question your decisions. You will not 
give the order and watch them charge the 
hill. They will ask, why are we charging, 
and what will the results be? They will hold 
their leaders accountable, and that is very 


good. Because when the people question,” 


the people lead, and when the people lead, 
the passion that drives participation occurs. 
. If America is to retain its position of 
power in the world, you must insist on hay- 
ing nothing less than an educated citizenry. 
This nation cannot afford to have 27 mil- 
lion functionally illiterate people walking 
its streets. Your generation must be strong 
advocates for education, especially public 
education. You are products of public edu- 
cation, you know it can work. America’s

Your gen- 
eration must be builders of schools, not jails, 
so that one day we will be confronted with 
the problem of under-utilized penal institu- 
tions.

Tsongas, 


1941-1997 


Paul Tsongas passed away last Saturday 
evening at 7PM of liver failure resulting 
from his long fight with cancer, and his re- 
cent bout with pneumonia. 

Tsongas graduated UMass- 
Dartmouth and went on to receive a law 
degree from Yale. He also spent three years 
in the Peace Corps, in Ethiopia. 

The son of Greek immigrants, Tsongas 
chose to follow the tough road of politics, 
becoming a city councillor in his native 
Lowell. Tsongas first ran for national Con- 
gress in 1974. He later ran for Senate in 
1978. 

Senator Tsongas was forced to step down 
from his Senate position when he was diag- 
nosed with cancer in 1984. The Senator 
overcame his cancer, and later campaigned 
for the Presidency in 1992. He changed the 
focus of the campaign from rhetoric to the 
actual issues.

Sen. Tsongas has undergone two bone 
marrow transplants. Heart and liver prob- 
lems are common after a transplant of this 
type. He was admitted to Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital on January 3 for a heart 
condition. His conditioned worstened over 
time, leading to liver surgery on January 10 

Several doctors remarked that he provided 
inspiration to other cancer patients. One 
doctor stated that “Paul Tsongas would 
never have wanted to have a disease like 
this, and not fight it.” 

Senator Tsongas’ system was not able to 
handle both the recovery from surgery and 
pneumonia 

Tsongas will be buried in his native 
Lowell today. 

Representative Marty Meehan, like many 
others, has stated that “our country has lost 
a true leader.”

Before you read any further, you should 
know that this software has no appearances 
by any member of any Starship Enterprise 
crew, nor does it feature appearances by stars 
from “Deep Space Nine” or “Voyager.” It 
does however “have 
good old mischievous 
Q, omnipotent being 
from the Q Continuum. 

This is not a game, but 
rather an interactive 
movie. The difference 
is that a movie you will 
eventually finish even if 
you are a complete mo- 
ron, whereas a game you 
may not. 

The story is this. You 
play Cadet Furlong.

Best Company-This award goes to the com- 
pany with the most consistent release sched- 
ule, the best art and writing, and editorial 
direction. 


Top Twenty Comics-This category is for the 
20 best issues of 1996. These books can be 
one-shots or from series. All that matters is 
a 1996 cover date, or being released in 1996 
when there is no cover date.

John Byrne uses his great writing and art 
skills to create a story of intrigue, and sus- 
picion as Pvt. Steve Rogers is assigned to 
keep tabs on Millionaire Playboy Bruce 
Wayne, who may be working with the Joker. 
All in all this book gets four stars, three 
snaps up, two thumbs up, and a partridge in 
a pear tree.

Tt may be January, and it’s probably cold 
enough to freeze hell over, but that doesn’t 
mean it’s too early to talk about baseball.

I 
wish I could muse about the Red Sox, but 
being a Red Sox fan and given their history, 
I am afraid that is impossible. One thing I 
have learned is that while you can never take 
baseball too seriously, you can never take 
the Red Sox too lightly. It is not as if the 
Red Sox have ever been a hapless bunch of 
lovable losers. They have always been a tal- 
ented cast of characters that never seems 
quite able to take the next step up the lad- 
der, good enough year after year that when 
they repeatedly fall on their faces under 
pressure, you can never figure out why. This 
kind of recidivism is anything but funny. 
There is something maddening about being 
good, but never good enough. Trying to fig- 
ure out why you can never take that next 
step is like trying to contemplate eternity. 
You are just going to end up pulling your 
hair out if you do. 

Anyway, back to the Sox, who look like 
they are going to do some falling back to 
the pack this year after finishing first in the 
division in 1995 and third last year, with an 
85-77 record. The Red Sox have far too 
many questions and far too few answers. 
Their starting rotation in particular is riddled 
with question marks. The Sox used the off- 
season to stock up on starting pitching in 
quantity, not quality, and do not have a clear- 

cut first starter. They lost Roger Clemens to 
free-agency, which in itself was a brilliant 
move, considering the kind of money he

wanted for his worn-out carcass, but in his 
stead have acquired Bret Saberhagen, Chris 
Hammond, and Steve Avery. I would be 
willing to bet somebody else’s life that 
Roger Clemens will put up more wins for 
the Toronto Blue Jays in 1997 than the afore- 
mentioned charlatans will for the Red Sox. 
Bret Saberhagen had reconstructive shoul- 
der surgery last year, did not pitch at all, 
and will not be available until mid-season. 
Chris Hammond has never been more than 
fourth-starter quality and had a disastrous, 
injury plagued season last year. Steve Avery, 
a 26 year old left-hander, has not been domi- 
nant since 1993. His youth, however, sug- 
gests that he would be eligible to make a 
strong comeback, so he could very well turn 
out to be worth the five million dollar 
gamble the Sox took on him. The most in- 
triguing man who will be battling for a spot 
in the starting rotation is left-hander Butch 
Henry. Henry racked up sub-three ERA’s for 
Montreal before undergoing Tommy John 
surgery in mid-1995. He is healthy and 
ready to go for spring training. He may bea 
reclamation project, but so is everyone else 
competing for a starting spot, except for 
super prospect Jeff Suppan, 21. Suppan, a 
righthander, is ready for his first full major 
league season, and he would help the Red 
Sox tremendously if he can find success. 
Tim Wakefield was hit by a car as he was 
jogging a couple of weeks ago and sustained 
a fractured left leg. He says he’ll be ready 
for spring training, but healthy or no, I doubt 
he will be any kind of factor this year. He 
has only one pitch, the knuckleball, and was 
hammmered with it quite often last year. 
Opposing batters touched him up for a .314 
average. If he wins a starting spot out of 
spring training and struggles early, look for 
the Sox to release him. The Red Sox have 
no one in the bullpen to back up scattershot 


closer Heathcliff Slocumb, whose goal for 
this season is to rack up 40 saves. He will 
have an extremely difficult time doing that 
if the Red Sox do not acquire anyone to save 
their beleaguered bullpen. 

If this all sounds depressing, itis. The Red 
Sox also are going to have problems con- 
cerning who to play in the outfield, and 
whether the outfield is going to provide them 
with acceptable offensive output. Shane 
Mack, whom they signed as a free-agent 
from Japan, could contribute, but he hasn’t 
played in the major-leagues since 1994, 
Other candidates for the outfield slots are 
Troy O’Leary and Rudy Pemberton. O” 
Leary doesn’t hit left-handers, and 
Pemberton is a tremendous athlete with pro- 
digious power, but he probably will not hit 
right-handers, so the Red Sox would be best 
served with an O’ Leary-Pemberton platoon 
in rightfield. This would leave left-field 
open, and who better to give the slot to than 
the man without a position, Wil Cordero? 
Cordero’s best “position” is DH, but he is a 
tremendous hitter, a guy who should bust 
through with a .300, 30 homer, 110 RBI 
season in 1997. The Red sox are going to 
need his bat in the lineup. So, while their 
best situation could be a Cordero, Mack, 
O’Leary\Pemberton outfield, the Red Sox 
are left without a true centerfielder and an 
outfield defense that will be one of the 
league’s very worst. Mo Vaughn will bring 
the punch to the Red Sox infield party, which 
seems very set, the only question being 
whether John Valentin will relinquish his 
shortstop position to mega-talented prospect 
Nomar Garciaparra. Valentin’s platform all 
along has been that he is absolutely unwill- 
ing to play anywhere else besides shortstop. 
This is a terribly selfish attitude. Garciaparra 
is a great all-around talent who is ready to 
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solidify Boston’s defense, provide them with 
some much needed speed, and become one 
of the finest shortstops in the game, but 
Valentin wants none of it. With that kind of 
attitude, he is better off playing in the low 
minors. Valentin will most likely not change 
his stance, and even if he did, the change of 
mind would not represent a change of atti- 
tude and his unhappiness would affect his 
play in the field and at the plate. With Tim 
Naehring inked to a new two-year deal at 
third base, Jeff Frye set at second, and 
Garciaparra waiting in the wings, Valentin’s — 
attitude renders him expendable, and in my 
mind would do so no matter what the situa- 
tion. Look for a trade in the next couple of 
weeks that could land some much needed 
starting pitching help. See ya, Crybaby John. 
I wish I could get that seven bucks back that 
I paid for your Kenner Starting Lineup fig- 
ure last year. 

The Red Sox are going to have an ex- 
tremely difficult time matching their 85 wins 
of last year. They will likely score plenty of 
runs, but their opponents are going to score 
plenty more. Look for the Red Sox pitchers 
to show off some really ugly pitching lines 
in the boxscores in 1997. The ride to 
oblivion is going to be a quick one. This 
trend will not be reversed until some genu- 
ine pitching help pans out. I predict a 78-84 
record for 1997, good for fourth place in the 
AL East.

Dear Prospective Member: 


Liberia should have a special place in the conscience of the United States of America. Its impetus to become a nation came from the United States. For 149 years, it was a stalwart 
ally of the United States. Yet for the past years, as a civil war has taken almost 200,000 lives, displaced more than two-thirds of the population and destroyed its infrastructure, the United 
States has treated this great tragedy as a regional problem. 

Liberia has a unique historical and cultural link to the United States, Settled by African Americans, many of them former slaves, in the early decades of the 19th century, Liberian 
became a republic in 1847. The United States influence on Liberia is reflected the African nation’s constitution, the star and stripes of its red, white and blue flag, the structure of its 
government, the names of its cities, its schools’ curriculum, its official language and the remarkable degree of good will its citizens feel toward America. Through all the major conflicts of 
the 20th century, Liberians been among the most dependable allies of the United States, In both World Wars, Liberia declared war on the enemies of the United States and offered vital air 
bases, ports, and natural resources to support the United States military. During the Cold War, Liberia voted with the United States on every significant resolution-at the United Nations, It 
hosted facilities for electronic monitoring and became the largest base for United States intelligence-gatheriing in Africa. 

Yet when Liberia's security was most at risk because of civil conflict the United States government deferred to ECOWAS, an under-funded regional organization composed of some 
of the world’s poorest nations. Half of the $10 million earmarked by the United States to support a peacekeeping force had not been committed by April 1996. Meanwhile, the cost to the 
United States of responding to the humanitarian crisis since 1990 has been emergency relief assistance valued at over $445 million, over $66 million provided in.the past year alone, more 
than eight times the amount committed to peacekeeping. "1 

In the absence of a viable security plan, the torrent of refugees continues to undermine Liberia's relations with its immediate neighbors. Though the United States has implored 
those nations to admit Liberian refugees, its own record of Liberian admissions decries the long relationship with that nation. 

The approach to achieving peace in Liberian has revolved around the ECOWAS process for six years. This process has, in turn, been dependent on a core group of ECOWAS 
nations with the will and very limited resources to engage in diplomacy or to commit forces for peacekeeping, Fourteen peace agreements have been largely brokered without the United 
States and other international parties, such as the United Nations or OAU, present with ECOWAS as working partners at the negotiating table. The result of this agreements and the 
resources, and leverage, necessary for successful implementation, This failure to produce a concerted approach to all aspects of the peace process, from mediation to negotiation and 
implementation, produced the tragic results that we have witnessed in Liberia. 

On August 17 the Economic Community of West African States(ECOWAS) concluded meetings that provide a new timetable for the peace process, Starting August 20, the warring 
factions are to observe a cease-fire, dismantle checkpoints and withdraw from zones of combat, The peacekeeping force, expanding from 8500 to 18000 troops, is to deploy throughout 
Liberia in November. Demobilization is to be completed by January 31, Elections are to be held on May 31 with a turnover to an elected government on June 15. The revised plan calls for 
sanctions against members of the warring factions that obstruct the peace process. Sanctions include restrictions on travel, freeze on economic activities, exclusion from electoral process, 
and war crime charges. 

Now the United States has another opportunity to assert its international leadership at a critical juncture to ensure that the success of the new peace process. This leadership will not 
lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States must heighten its diplomatic efforts to help coordinate the process of peace and gather the funding that 
is necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization in Liberia. 

The United States should take the necessary steps to ensure that its commitment of $30 million to support the ECOMOG peacekeeping force is obligated before the end of the fiscal 
year 1996. While the United States pledge of $30 million is a step in the right direction it will not alone enable a doubling of ECOMOG to the 18,000 troops necessary for deployment by 
November. It is vital that the United States provide additional funds to make up this shortfall or take the lead to obtain significant pledges from other donor countries 
A top priority of the United States should be the implementation of a serious program for demobilizing Liberia's combatants, Regretfully, no additional funding has been pledged by the 
United States to improve what was an inadequately funded and designed demobilization plan. In fact, some of the funds allocated in early 1996 for reintegration of Liberia's 60,000 
combatants have been diverted elsewhere. The United States should take the lead in designing a comprehensive demobilization program, This program will not involve United States troops, 
but should include the resources for every stage of demobilization from encampment to training and counseling of combatants. A contribution of $20 million (non-food related) from the 
United States will provide the resources necessary to initiate a wellconceived demobilization program and encourage future contributions from other international donors. 

President Clinton and the United States Congress must make Liberia a priority on our foreign relations agenda in Africa. United State leadership is critical if the key elements are 
to be achieved on schedule under the new peace plan. This leadership will not lead to.an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States through its Special Envoy, 
must heighten its diplomatic efforts to coordinate the implementation of the peace process and gather the additional resources necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization 

The United States should strengthen the response of the international community to the needs of the peace process, The foundation for a new international approach to the peace 
process already exists with the International Contact Group for Liberia, the group of donor countries that have pledged support to the peace process The concept behind the ICGL should be 
expanded to a tightly coordinated partnership that includes the United States, ECOWAS, and the United Nations. This high level of cooperation will ensure that scarce resources are 
effectively utilized. 

The outbreak of fighting in Monrovia in April-May of 1996 was the latest in a series of clashes in Liberia's intractable war, During the past nearly seven years, the war has produced 
shocking humanitarian conditions for Liberian civilians, The most recent fighting exacerbated even further these conditions. Humanitarian assistance organizations have been unable to 
deliver food and other emergency services because of the fighting in Monrovia, Their resources looted by gangs of combatants and the safety of their relief workers threatened, these 
organizations closed or dramatically reduced their operations in Liberia. 

‘As aresult of the civil war in Liberia, an estimated 800,000 Liberians are internally displaced; another 800,000 are refugees in neighboring countries that are among the poorest in the world. 
Approximately 50 % of the population in Monrovia, upwards of 350,000 persons, were forced to flee their homes due to the April-May fighting and another 3,000 died. During June-July 
some 3,300 new cases of cholera were reported in Monrovia and a July survey found malnutrition rates for children in displaced shelters have increased up to 25%. 

Now that the dust of the Civil War in Liberia is settling down, an era of aNEW LIBERIA is at hand. Whether anyone likes it or not, an leadership is bound to emerge, supposedly to shoulder 
the national responsibilities of politics and administration and to ensure the continued survival of the Liberian people and culture. 

That such leadership will be genuine and committed is a matter that you as Liberians and friends of Liberia can decide, or at least influence, But choosing national leadership is a 
serious and difficult business, In Liberia, bombed-out homes and shops are painful reminders of what happens when leaders are chosen unwisely, We cannot allow this to happen again, This 
is why the Liberian Social Justice Foundation is campaigning for PEACE, SECURITY, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL AND POLITICAL JUSTICE IN LIBERIA. 

The Liberian Social Justice Foundation has carefully examined the administrative and operational policies of both the past and present administration in Liberia, and in our candid 
opinion, much more needs to be done to help Liberia go in the direction she needs to go. We as Liberians must try to have a positive influence on the selection of the national programs and 
the corresponding leadership which will inevitably affect our lives and the lives of our people for many years to come, 

My fellow Liberians and Friends of Liberia, the Liberian Social Justice Foundation has embarked on a mission to ensure that PEACE, UNITY, SECURITY, FREEDOM AND 
SOCIAL JUSTICE prevail in Liberia. This is an awesome responsibility that.can only occur if we cooperate as a team. History will judge us not by what we say, but by what we do. With 
God and the determined mind, there is nothing we cannot achieve for our Liberian Society. It is in this light that I urge you to support and contribute to the Liberian Social Justice

Liberia should have a special place in the conscience of the United States of America. Its impetus to become a nation came from the United States. For 149 years, it was a stalwart 
ally of the United States. Yet for the past years, as a civil war has taken almost 200,000 lives, displaced more than two-thirds of the population and destroyed its infrastructure, the United 
States has treated this great tragedy as a regional problem 

Liberia has a unique historical and cultural link to the United States. Settled by African Americans, many of them former slaves, in the early decades of the 19th century, Liberian 
became a republic in 1847. The United States influence on Liberia is reflected the African nation’s constitution, the star and stripes of its red, white and blue flag, the structure of its 
government, the names of its cities, its schools’ curriculum, its official language and the remarkable degree of good will its citizens feel toward America. Through all the major conflicts of 
the 20th century, Liberians been among the most dependable allies of the United States, In both World Wars, Liberia declared war on the enemies of the United States and offered vital air 
bases, ports, and natural resources to support the United States military. During the Cold War, Liberia voted with the United States on every significant resolution at the United Nations, It 
hosted facilities for electronic monitoring and became the largest base for United States intelligence-gatheriing in Africa. 

Yet when Liberia's security was most at risk because of civil conflict the United States government deferred to ECOWAS, an under-funded regional organization composed of some 
of the world’s poorest nations. Half of the $10 million earmarked by the United States to support a peacekeeping force had not been committed by April 1996. Meanwhile, the cost to the 
United States of responding to the humanitarian crisis since 1990 has been emergency relief assistance valued at over $445 million, over $66 million provided in the past year alone, more 
than eight times the amount committed to peacekeeping. 

In the absence of a viable security plan, the torrent of refugees continues to undermine Liberia's relations with its immediate neighbors. Though the United States has implored 
those nations to admit Liberian refugees, its own record of Liberian admissions decries the long relationship with that nation. 

The approach to achieving peace in Liberian has revolved around the ECOWAS process for six years. This process has, in turn, been dependent on a core group of ECOWAS 
nations with the will and very limited resources to engage in diplomacy or to commit forces for peacekeeping, Fourteen peace agreements have been largely brokered without the United 
States and other international parties, such as the United Nations or OAU, present with ECOWAS as working partners at the negotiating table. The result of this agreements and the 
resources, and leverage, necessary for successful implementation, This failure to produce a concerted approach to all aspects of the peace process, from mediation to negotiation and 
implementation, produced the tragic results that we have witnessed in Liberia. 

On August 17 the Economic Community of West African States(ECOWAS) concluded meetings that provide a new timetable for the peace process, Starting August 20, the warring 
factions are to observe a cease-fire, dismantle checkpoints and withdraw from zones of combat, The peacekeeping force, expanding from 8500 to 18000 troops, is to deploy throughout 
Liberia in November. Demobilization is to be completed by January 31, Elections are to be held on May 31 with a turnover to an elected government on June 15. The revised plan calls for 
sanctions against members of the warring factions that obstruct the peace process. Sanctions include restrictions on travel, freeze on economic activities, exclusion from electoral process, 
and war crime charges.

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The Value Of Research-The Pig-Nosed 


Turtle

Dr. Terry Graham of the Biology De- 
partment has been a professor here at 
Worcester State College for twenty-seven 
years. In 1994 Dr. Graham went on a seven 
month sabbatical. He spent the first five 
months of his time in Southeastern Austra- 
lia near Sidney. During this time and the 
remaining two months he saw the sights and 
enjoyed himself as a tourist. However, this 
trip was really centered around a field re- 
search project that he was working on with 
a colleague. His colleague was involved 
with a three year project which involved 
animal behavior. The animals that were 
being studied were turtles. Dr. Graham re- 
turned after his trip and resumed his teach- 
ing here at WSC, but his research was far 
from over. 

Dr. Graham describes his interest in 
fresh water turtles as a passion 
of life. He has dedicated years 
of teaching and research to the 
field of biology. An exclusive 
interest of his is the study of 
animal behavior ,and more 
specifically, that of fresh wa- 
ter turtles. Australia has a lot 
of turtles and Dr. Graham trav- 
eled across the globe once 
again in the interest of science 
to pursue further knowledge of 
the turtles. Dr, Graham’s pri- 
mary mission was to witness 
and record data concerning the 
nesting process of the gentle 
and docile Pig-nosed turtle. 
His fruitful efforts yielded 
many results, but this experi- 
ence was not realized on this 
particular trip. It was not for 
a lack of trying on Dr. 
Graham’s part, it was just the 
luck of the draw. 

At the end of July in 

1996 Dr. Graham and seven 
other researchers formed a 
team and headed on a five day 
drive to the tropics of North- 
ern Australia. Three hours 
drive short of the capital city 
of Darwin, they made camp on the Daly 
River. The place on the river was called 
“Ooloo Crossing” and was a man-made 
bridge constructed out of boulders. WSC 
had provided Dr. Graham with a profes- 
sional development grant that covered his 
airfare to and from Sidney. The team spent 
three days marking the trees five kilome- 
ters upstream and six kilometers down- 
stream so that the location of the turtles 
could be communicated more efficiently. A 
makeshift darkroom was created out of a 
trailer so x-rays could be developed. There 
was no electricity and no running water. Gas 
generators were used to power lights at night 
and recharge batteries. Food was cooked 
over an open fire and the nearest phone was 
a thirty minute drive away. There were three 
small boats with outboard motors that the 
team used to locate and capture the turtles. 
Sleeping in this environment had it’s chal- 
lenges indeed. Upon retiring in a tent ona 
slope in the evening, Dr. Graham and the 
other encountered a variety of animals. Fruit 
bats (flying foxes) were about as big as a 
Squirrel and urinated from above and 
squeaked all night long. A sweep of a flash- 
. light across the shoreline revealed the red 
eyes of several crocodiles. There were 
“Salties” and “Freshies” which corre- 


sponded to the type of water they lived in, 
Prior to Dr. Graham’s visit a “Salty” dragged 
a man into the water and injured him badly. 
These are the man-eating kind and the team 
saw one during their trip. Noisy parrots 
acted as nature’s alarm clock for these folks 
and insects and rodents were in abundance. 
This did not deter the researcher for they 
were determined to collect data and learn 
about the Pig-nosed turtle. No one had ever 
studied this turtle like this before. They were 
discovered in Australia about twenty-seven 
years ago, but has been found in New 
Guinea over one-hundred years ago. The 
theory is that Australia and New Guinea 
were once connected. A quick glance ata 
map reveals this to be an rational theory. 
The Pig-nosed turtle is a fresh water 
turtle but it closely resembles a sea turtle in 
shape and has a very similar looking shell. 
A conspicuous difference is the front flip-

pers which are exclusive to fresh water 
turtles. They have a soft shell which is more 
like a skin and it provides no information 
about the age of the turtle. This presented a 
problem because part of the research being 
gathered included the age of the turtle. As 
part of Dr. Graham’s secondary findings he 
had consulted with a group of scientists in 
Missouri. They had come up with the idea 
that the determination of the age of the turtle 
may be able to be revealed by examining 
cross-sections of the toe nails. Dr. Graham 
collected several of these samples and hopes 
to analyze the data of the growth zones and 
the annular rings as soon as his schedule per- 
mits. Dr. Graham spent over thirty nights 
alone over four miles from camp watching 
for the nesting of the Pig-nosed turtle. He 
borrowed a Russian night scope from the 
Australian Nature Conservation Agency. 
Dr. Graham moved his position and later 
realized that the turtles had nested where he 
was previously and that he had missed it. 
Some nesting data was gathered but no first 
hand accounts were experienced. An aver- 
age nest has about eleven eggs and there are 
several predators that comb the beaches in 
search of these nests. The teams had to re- 
move and relocate some of these predators 
so that they would not destroy the nests. 


Sixty-five nests were located in all. 
One-hundred and nineteen females and 
fifty-nine males were found. They were 
cow-tagged, fitted with radio transmitters 
and over one-hundred females were x-rayed 
for eggs. Blood was drawn from the neck 
to obtain DNA information and the vein was 
not easily located. None of the turtles were 
harmed or injured in this process. The rea- 
son why this team went there was to learn 
about and help protect this species. 

Dr. Graham also did some work with 
the Red-faced turtle. This turtle is an at- 
tractive turtle (as far as turtles go) and has 
an orange stripe on the side of it’s head. Dr. 
Graham collected nineteen of these turtles 
and made determinations of gender, behay- 
ior and basic life history. A process called 
“stomach flushing” showed that there were 
small shell fragments in the contents of the 
stomach, This would suggest that the Red- 
faced turtle included mollusks in it’s diet. 
This was a significant finding concerning 
the eating habits of this species.

However, this is not conclusive because the 
number of Pig-nosed turtles that exist is un- 
known. These turtles are now protected by 
the government and this aids in the preser- 
vation of the turtles. 

Dr. Graham returned during the sec- 
ond week of September and resumed his 
teaching. Some of the others in the team 
remained at the Daly until December to col- 
lect as much data as possible. Dr. Graham 
gave a presentation about his trip on Fri- 
day, January 24 from 3:00 PM to 4:30 PM 
in The Faculty Lounge at “The Faculty Fo 
rum” which allows various Professors to 
present on areas of their interest. There were 
eighteen people present and Dr. Bruce 
Henry of the Mathematics Department in- 
troduced Dr. Graham. After a fifty minute 
slide show and a fifteen minute video pre- 
sentation Dr. Graham continued to share 
with the audience his experiences in re- 
searching the Pig-nosed turtle. If you have

Well folks, the Red Sox went and done it. 
They made a deal with another team and 
didn’t get the wool, er, polyester knit pulled 
over their eyes. Yesterday they traded Jose 
Canseco, their brittle, vastly overpaid, lazy, 
prima donna full-time designated hitter back 
to his old team, the Oakland Athletics, for 
John Wasdin, a promising 24 year old right- 
handed starting pitcher. Canseco demanded 
a trade after Sox general manager Dan 
Duquette fired ex-Sox manager Kevin 
Kennedy last fall. Canseco played under 
Kennedy from 1994 to 1996 and the two 
were good friends. Canseco is now reunited 
with his former Bash Brother Mark 
Mcgwire. The two were teammates on the 
Athletics from 1987 to 1992. In their hey- 
day they were baseball's most powerful bat- 
ting duo and from 1988-1990 bashed their 
team to three American League Champion- 
ships, a World Series win coming in 1989. 

Canseco, 32, had an injury riddled tenure 


with the Red Sox. Last April, he was dis- 
abled with a hip flexor muscle strain. In 
late July, the back that had bothered him on 
and off for years blew out and required sur- 
gery. As a result he was limited to 96 games 
in 1996, and only 360 at-bats. Canseco has 
missed more than 200 games over the last 5 
years and has not played over 120 games 
since 1991, when he paced the American 
League in home runs. 

In the 62", 190 pound Wasdin, the Red 
Sox acquired a good young arm with tons 
of upside potential. He can step into the 
Starting rotation and help immediately. He 
throws a fastball, curve, and slider, and has 
good stuff. The beauty of the deal is that he 
is only 24 years old. Pitching is at a major 
premium these days, and the Red Sox just 
picked up a quality pitcher who can give 
them quality service time for the next ten 
years. This is a steal of a deal for the Red 
Sox, and given their habit of shipwrecking 
themselves in the trade waters, it’s about 
time.

Should the Bottle Bill 
Be Updated? 


The Bottle Bill has increased recycling 
and reduced litter in Massachusetts more 
than any other. 80% of the beer and soda 
containers used in Massachusetts are re- 
turned for deposit or recycled every year. 
The Bottle Bill needs updating despite its 
overwhelming success. The Bottle Bill 
needs to be expanded to include additional 
types of beverage containers such as juice, 
iced tea, bottled water and wine. This would 
improve recycling and limit litter in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The updated Bottle Bill would save 
money for Massachusetts cities and towns, 
clean up our communities, protect public 
health, save natural resources and create 
jobs. The legislation has been pending for 
over six years, it is time the State Legisla- 
ture let it pass. 

Massachusetts’ reliance on landfills and 
incinerators must be cut. Several towns in 
the state have lost water supplies from con- 
tamination. The updated Bottle Bill would 
increase recycling and decrease Massachu- 
setts’ use of incinerators and landfills. 

The updated Bottle Bill will save Massa- 
chusetts residents money; as less trash will 
be sent to landfills and incinerators. The 
Bottle Bill is a recycling program without 


municipal involvement. 

Cleaner and safer neighborhoods would 
be created through the updated Bottle Bill. 
The Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works estimates that the Bottle Bill reduces 
litter by 35%. A Massachusetts study, in 
1983, one year after the Bottle Bill took ef- 
fect showed that lacerations to children were 
reduced by 60%, which proves that less lit- 
ter translates into fewer public health prob- 
lems, 

An expanded Bottle Bill would create 
more jobs. There are sixty-five free-stand- 
ing redemption centers in Massachusetts, 
none of whom would exist without the 
Bottle Bill. 

The updated Bottle Bill would be a logi- 
cal environmental step in Massachusetts. 
Residents can look forward to cleaner 
streets, fewer landfills, stronger recycling 
programs and a healthier economy, if new 
drink products are added to the Bottle Bill. 
Concerned citizens should contact their 
State Legislator and urge these elected offi- 
cials to support the updated Bottle Bill leg- 
islation.

A Communication Disorder Indeed!

There was some difficulty with a phone 
line in room 1-1 in Chandler Village late in 
January. Julianna Hagelauer, a Communi- 
cations Disorders major in her Sophomore 
year, noticed some static on her phone on 
the 17th. This problem continued and on 
the 20th she decided to unplug her phone 
for seven minutes in hopes that this would 
remedy the problem. This was unsuccess- 
ful because when she reconnected her line 
she realized that her phone line was now 
completely inoperative. Independent of 
Julianna’s efforts to take care of the situa- 
tion there was a larger problem at work that 
Some water had 
reached nearby phone lines and this is what 
really caused the problem, not Julianna un- 
plugging her phone. : ‘ 

Julianna called NYNEX using another 
line in the building to set up a time for some- 
one to come and take a look at the problem. 
The first appointment was set for the 21st 
and the NYNEX technician came after 
Julianna had left her room for a time. She 
made arrangements for them to come be- 
tween 12:30 PM and 6:00 PM on the next 
day. Kerri DeMille, a Communications 
Disorder major in her Junior year waited 
from 12:30 PM to well after 6:00 PM and 
no one showed up. She was joined by her 
roommate Julianna at 2:00 PM at which time 
they waited together. They called NYNEX 
shortly after 6:00PM on the 22nd and the 
representatives at NYNEX said that there 
was a mix up with the address and they 
apologized but would not send someone to 
look at the phone that evening. Julianna 
requested that they furnish her with a mo- 
bile phone or a beeper during this time be- 
cause they had missed their window of op- 
portunity to fix the problem and Julianna 
and Kerri were now inconvenienced and

wanted what they considered to be reason- 
able compensation. NYNEX refused this 
request and arrived on the 24th and installed 
a temporary line from outside through the 
window. At this time they contacted the 
Maintenance Dept. here at WSC to help 
them locate the wires that they needed to 
find to provide a permanent solution to this 
problem. This is where the story gets a little 
more complicated. ; 

Vincent Donohue, Telecommunications 
Officer for WSC, has had several years of 
experience with communications on Cam- 
pus. He stated that “All phones are indi- 
vidually owned by the Residents. Rooms 
do not come with a phone hooked up. It is 
the responsibility of NYNEX and the Resi- 
dent to make that connection. Each unit in 
the Residence Halls that has a phone line is 
individually billed and is not part of the 
WSC phone system. The Resident has the 
option to discontinue this service when they 
leave and the bills end there. Ordinarily we 
do not get involved with this process but 
this situation presented us with extraordi- 
nary circumstances which we believed war- 
ranted our participation. NYNEX’s respon- 
sibility ended when they could not locate a 
good line because AT&T is responsible for 
doing all in house wiring under the WSC 
contract. However, WSC owns all the wir- 
ing on Campus and so they hired an outside 
contractor to make a good line so NYNEX 
could complete their responsibilities.” 

On the 28th WSC Maintenance went up 
to apartment 1-1 and cut several holes in 
the walls to try and locate the line. They 
returned on the 30th to do more work. 
Julianna and Keri felt unsatisfied with their 
work and stated that they noticed that the 
NYNEX and the Maintenance people were 
unable to agree on a course of action. The 
two Residents also felt that one of the Main- 
tenance workers was “unhelpful and rude”

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tothem. They had concerns that each phone 
jack in the house would go and that they 
would have to go through this over and over 
again. The two Residents were not satis- 
fied with the performance of Maintenance 
in the past and their concerns included a long 
wait for a shade and an inoperative toilet 
for a weekend back in October of 1996. 
Bill Jarvi, Associate Director of Facilities 
For Construction, and Mr. Donohue feel that 
they have made their best efforts to accom- 
modate the two Residents and that they will 
continue to be available in the future if there 
are more problems that they can help with. 
They state “We really bent over backwards 
to help Julianna get up and operational when 
she expressed concerns about communica- 
tion. We are not always the first to be noti- 
fied, but when we are, we respond promptly 
and deal with the problem. We verify that 
things are in order by revisiting the site af- 
ter the necessary work has been completed. 
We can assure you that there is no larger 
phone problem up at the Residence Halls 
and that this is purely speculation that any 
problem exists. People have absolutely no 
reason to be concerned about their commu- 
nications situation being compromised in 
any way. There are minor problems that 


occur, but we are prepared to deal with them 
when and if they do.” 

A cable had to be brought in all the way 
from New Hampshire, but between the ef- 
forts of NYNEX and WSC maintenance, all 
phone jacks in the Residence Halls have 
been fully operational since the 3rd of this 
month. Julianna was planning to write a 
letter to Residence Housing to make sure 
that she didn’t have to pay for all of this. 
Mr. Donohue stated “Julianna will not have 
to pay for any of this and if she receives a 
bill she should call us immediately. Because 
of the work that has been done if this hap- 
pens again there will be much less work and 
much less confusion about getting this taken 
care of.” 

It seems that all has worked out for the 
best. All of the testimony of all of the people 
in this article is their perspective and opin- 
ion. All incidents are based on this testi- 
mony and should be regarded as subjective 
Julianna and Kerri should be commended 
for their assertiveness and willingness to get 
their needs met in a timely and respectful 
fashion.

Dear Prospective Member: 


Liberia should have a special place in the conscience of the United States of America. Its impetus to become a nation came from the United States. For 149 years, it was a stalwart 
ally of the United States. Yet for the past years, as a civil war has taken almost 200,000 lives, displaced more than two-thirds of the population and destroyed its infrastructure, the United 
States has treated this great tragedy as a regional problem. 

Liberia has a unique historical and cultural link to the United States. Settled by African Americans, many of them former slaves, in the early decades of the 19th century, Liberian 
became a republic in 1847. The United States influence on Liberia is reflected the African nation's constitution, the star and stripes of its red, white and blue flag, the structure of its 
government, the names of its cities, its schools’ curriculum, its official language and the remarkable degree of good will its citizens feel toward America. Through all the major conflicts of 
the 20th century, Liberians been among the most dependable allies of the United States, In both World Wars, Liberia declared war on the enemies of the United States and offered vital air 
bases, ports, and natural resources to support the United States military. During the Cold War, Liberia voted with the United States on every significant resolution at the United Nations, It 
hosted facilities for electronic monitoring and became the largest base for United States intelligence-gatheriing in Africa. 

Yet when Liberia's security was most at risk because of civil conflict the United States government deferred to ECOWAS, an under-funded regional organization composed of some 
of the world’s poorest nations. Half of the $10 million earmarked by the United States to support a peacekeeping force had not been committed by April 1996. Meanwhile, the cost to the 
United States of responding to the humanitarian crisis since 1990 has been emergency relief assistance valued at over $445 million, over $66 million provided in the past year alone, more 
than eight times the amount committed to peacekeeping. 

In the absence of a viable security plan, the torrent of refugees continues to undermine Liberia's relations with its immediate neighbors. Though the United States has implored 
those nations to admit Liberian refugees, its own record of Liberian admissions decries the long relationship with that nation. 

The approach to achieving peace in Liberian has revolved around the ECOWAS process for six years. This process has, in turn, been dependent on a core group of ECOWAS 
nations with the will and very limited resources to engage in diplomacy or to commit forces for peacekeeping, Fourteen peace-agreements have been largely brokered without the United 
States and other international parties, such as the United Nations or OAU, present with ECOWAS as working partners at the negotiating table. The result of this agreements and the 
resources, and leverage, necessary for successful implementation, This failure to produce a concerted approach to all aspects of the peace process, from mediation to negouation and 
implementation, produced the tragic results that we have witnessed in Liberia. 

On August 17 the Economic Community of West African States(ECOWAS) concluded meetings that provide a new timetable for the peace process, Starting August 20, the warring 
factions are to observe a cease-fire, dismantle checkpoints and withdraw from zones of combat, The peacekeeping force, expanding from 8500 to 18000 troops, is to deploy throughout 
Liberia in November. Demobilization is to be completed by January 31, Elections are to be held on May 31 with a turnover to an elected government on June 15. The revised plan calls for 
sanctions against members of the warring factions that obstruct the peace process. Sanctions include restrictions on travel, freeze on economic activities, exclusion from electoral process, 
‘and war crime charges. 

Now the United States has another opportunity to assert its international leadership at a critical juncture to ensure that the success of the new peace process. This leadership will not 
lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States must heighten its diplomatic efforts to help coordinate the process of peace and gather the funding that 
is necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization in Liberia. 

The United States should take the necessary steps to ensure that its commitment of $30 million to support the ECOMOG peacekeeping force is obligated before the end of the fiscal 
year 1996, While the United States pledge of $30 million isa step in the right direction it will not alone enable a doubling of ECOMOG to the 18,000 troops necessary for deployment by 
November. It is vital that the United States provide additional funds to make up this shortfall or take the lead to obtain significant pledges from other donor countries 
A top priority of the United States should be the implementation of a serious program for demobilizing Liberia's combatants, Regretfully, no additional funding has been pledged by the 
United States to improve what was an inadequately funded and designed demobilization plan. In fact, some of the funds allocated in early 1996 for reintegration of Liberia's 60,000 
combatants have been diverted elsewhere. The United States should take the lead in designing a comprehensive demobilization program, This program will not involve United States troops, 
but should include the resources for every stage of demobilization from encampment to training and counseling of combatants. A contribution of $20 million (non-food related) from the 
United States will provide the resources necessary to initiate a wellconceived demobilization program and encourage future contributions from other international donors. 

President Clinton and the United States Congress must make Liberia a priority on our foreign relations agenda in Africa. United State leadership is critical if the key elements are 
to be achieved on schedule under the new peace plan. This leadership will not lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States through its Special Envoy, 
must heighten its diplomatic efforts to coordinate the implementation of the peace process and gather the additional resources necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization 

The United States should strengthen the response of the international community to the needsyof the peace process, The foundation for a new international approach to the peace 
process already exists with the International Contact Group for Liberia, the group of donor countries that have pledged support to the peace process The concept behind the ICGL should be 
expanded to a tightly coordinated partnership that includes the United States, ECOWAS, and the United Nations. This high level of cooperation will ensure that scarce resources are 
effectively utilized. 

The outbreak of fighting in Monrovia in April-May of 1996 was the Jatest in a series of clashes in Liberia's intractable war, During the past nearly seven years, the war has produced 
shocking humanitarian conditions for Liberian civilians, The most recent fighting exacerbated even further these conditions. Humanitarian assistance organizations have been unable to 
deliver food and other emergency services because of the fighting in Monrovia, Their resources looted by gangs of combatants and the safety of their relief workers threatened, these 
organizations closed or dramatically reduced their operations in Liberia. 

As a result of the civil war in Liberia, an estimated 800,000 Liberians are internally displaced; another 800,000 are refugees in neighboring countries that are among the poorest in the world 
Approximately 50 % of the population in Monrovia, upwards of 350,000 persons, were forced to flee their homes due to the April-May fighting and another 3,000 died. During June-July 
some 3,300 new cases of cholera were reported in Monrovia and a July survey found malnutrition rates for children in displaced shelters have increased up to 25%. 

Now that the dust of the Civil War in Liberia is settling down, an era of aNEW LIBERIA is at hand. Whether anyone likes it or not, an leadership is bound to emerge, supposedly to shoulder 
the national responsibilities of politics and administration and to ensure the continued survival of the Liberian people and culture. 

That such leadership will be genuine and committed is a matter that you as Liberians and friends of Liberia can decide, or at least influence, But choosing national leadership Is a 
serious and difficult business, In Liberia, bombed-out homes and shops are painful reminders of what happens when leaders are chosen unwisely, We cannot allow this to happen again, This 
is why the Liberian Social Justice Foundation is campaigning for PEACE, SECURITY, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL AND POLITICAL JUSTICE IN LIBERIA. 

The Liberian Social Justice Foundation has carefully examined the administrative and operational policies of both the past and present administration in Liberia, and in our candid 
opinion, much more needs to be done to help Liberia go in the direction she needs to go. We as Liberians must try to have a positive influence on the selection of the national programs and 
the corresponding leadership which will inevitably affect our lives aad the lives of our people for many years to come. 

My fellow Liberians and Friends of Liberia, the Liberian Social Justice Foundation has embarked on a mission to ensure that PEACE, UNITY, SECURITY, FREEDOM AND 
SOCIAL JUSTICE prevail in Liberia. This is an awesome responsibility that can only occur if we cooperate as a team. History will judge us not by what we say, but by what we do. With 
God and the determined mind, there is nothing we cannot achieve for our Liberian Society. It is in this light that I urge you to support and contribute to the Liberian Social Justice 
Foundation's programs. 

Liberia, the African nation established in the 1800s by freed American slaves, has been torn by civil war since 1989. What does the Liberian Civil War meanto Americans in terms 
of health care, humanitarian relief, stability throughout Africa and the continuation of missionary work? If you share in the dream of peace in Liberia, a country founded upon American 
ideals, you are invited to become more informed by writing to the LIBERIAN SOCIAL JUSTICE FOUNDATION, POST OFFICE BOX 31438, CINCINNATI, OHIO 45231.

I know that the dangers are somewhat 
lessened outside, and it is preferable to have 
the smokers outside rather than in, but per- 
haps a ban between the buildings may be in 
order. 

UMASS Medical has instituted a policy 
that doesn’t allow anyone to smoke within 
so many feet of the building. This is a bet- 
ter policy than the one we have. A medical 
building that condones smoking at all is a 

. contradiction. The same holds true for a 
‘school. Ideally, smoking should be banned 
from campus altogether. Since I realize that 
this is a pipe dream (pardon the pun) won’t 
you please institute a policy that prohibits 
smoking between the buildings so that I and 
others may breathe? 


I would like to apologize in advance for 
any offense I may cause Ms. Robert or any- 
one else in my response. The central mes- 
sage in her letter is smoking between the 
Admin and Sullivan Buildings. Due to cer- 
tain laws and campus policies, smoking is 
prohibited inside any of the buildings on 
campus. Presently, we are ostracizing smok- 
ers simply for using a legal substance to help 
“calm their nerves,” or whatever excuse 
they will give you, which will vary from per- 
son to person. We tell them, “okay, if you 
want to smoke, you have to stand outside, 
regardless of weather conditions, and do it 
there.” Now you would have us tell them 
that they can't smoke outside either? 

You bring up an interesting point that “a 
medical building that condones smoking...is 
a contradiction.” And that the same is true 
fora school. But, is it not the school’s job 
to educate, and allow one to have many dif- 
ferent experiences? You have already de- 
cided that you don’t like smoking, and that 
is your right. Others, however, have decided 
that they do like their cigarettes. 

You mention the UMASS policy on smok- 
ing. That sort of policy would not work on 
our campus for the following reason. Ev- 
ery section of this campus can be classified 
by one of the following types: Building, Resi- 
dence Hall, Parking Lot or Playing Field. 
The only areas that do not qualify for these 
are the areas near the doors you mention, 
and Lake Ellie. 

I volunteer for a charity BINGO almost 
every Sunday night. I am not a smoker, but 
I sit in an enclosed room for 4-6 hours with 
150-300 smokers, and smoke-eaters that 
tend not to work. So I, more than most 
people, understand your point. However, if 
you're so concerned with breathing others’ 
smoke between Admin and Sullivan, why not 
take the underground tunnel between them? 
It connects to the staircases at the nearer 
ends of the buildings. 

If smoking continues to assault your sen- 
sibilities, I believe I have an appropriate 
solution. We can create, in each building, a 
small smoking lounge, where smokers can

If you are a baseball fan whose appetite 
for player statistics and information rivals 
Kevin Mitchell's appetite for donuts, you 
will want to pick up a copy of The Scouting 
Notebook: 1997 ($18.95) by STATS, Inc. 
This is without a doubt the best preseason 
baseball book money can buy. It presents 
even the most rabid fan with more than 
enough fodder for the excessively indulgent 
springtime imagination. The Scouting Note- 
book writing staff consists of both baseball 
beat reporters and STATS reporters who 
cover games on a regular basis. You will find 
scouting reports written by baseball experts 
like Peter Gammons of the Boston Globe 
and ESPN, Peter Pascarelli of Baseball 
Weekly and ESPN., and Rotisserie guru 
John Benson. 

Notebook reporters offer in-depth scout- 
ing reports for every player who made an 
official appearance on the diamond the pre- 
vious year. They use an encapsulating blend 
of knowledge and forthrightness in their 
analysis of the skills (or lack thereof) each 
player brings to the plate, mound, and into 
the field. Just take a gander at STATS Kevin 
Fullams especially candid assessment of 


Philadelphia Phillies outfielder Gregg 
Jefferies: “* Since the Phillies aren’t plan- 
ning to contend for at least several years, 
it’s probably safe to say that the investment 
in Jefferies has been a mistake. Neverthe- 
less, Jefferies should provide decent offen- 
sive numbers this season-but he probably 
won't do all that much to help the team win.

This years 
Notebook boasts a new feature, scouting 
reports on managers. Along with more sta- 
tistical breakdowns than people who slept 
at the White House last year, the Manager’s 
Page outlines a man’s philosophies on of- 
fense, defense and pitching, and his tenden- 
cies (how often he platoons, whether he 
employs a quick hook.) The Scouting Note- 
book also offers two “prospect pages” per 
team. Here eight promising minor leaguers 
are chosen for inspection. The Notebook 
tries to include the top prospects, but they 
mainly try to focus on the eight most ad- 
vanced minor leaguers. 

When all is said and done, The Scouting 
Notebook is the most intelligent, well-writ- 
ten, informative, and fun pre-season or any 
other genre baseball book I have ever read. 
Pick one up and enjoy.

Dear Prospective Member: 


Liberia should have a special place in the conscience of the United States of America. Its impetus to become a nation came from the United States. For 149 years, it was a stalwart 
ally of the United States. Yet for the past years, as a civil war has taken almost 200,000 lives, displaced more than two-thirds of the population and destroyed its infrastructure, the United 
States has treated this great tragedy as a regional problem. 

Liberia has a unique historical and cultural link to the United States. Settled by African Americans, many of them former slaves, in the early decades of the 19th century, Liberian 
became a republic in 1847. The United States influence on Liberia is reflected the African nation’s constitution, the star and stripes of its red, white and blue flag, the structure of its 
government, the names of its cities, its schools’ curriculum, its official language and the remarkable degree of good will its citizens feel toward America. Through all the major conflicts of 
the 20th century, Liberians been among the most dependable allies of the United States, In both World Wars, Liberia declared war on the enemies of the United States and offered vital air 
bases, ports, and natural resources to support the United States military. During the Cold War, Liberia voted with the United States on every significant resolution at the United Nations, It 
hosted facilities for electronic monitoring and became the largest base for United States intelligence-gatheriing in Africa. 

Yet when Liberia's security was most at risk because of civil conflict the United States government deferred to ECOWAS, an under-funded regional organization composed of some 
of the world’s poorest nations. Half of the $10 million earmarked by the United States to support a peacekeeping force had not been committed by April 1996. Meanwhile, the cost to the 
United States of responding to the humanitarian crisis since 1990 has been emergency relief assistance valued al over $445 million, over $66 million provided in the past year alone, more 
than eight times the amount committed to peacekeeping. 

In the absence of a viable security plan, the torrent of refugees continues to undermine Liberia's relations with its immediate neighbors. Though the United States has implored 
those nations to admit Liberian refugees, its own record of Liberian admissions decries the long relationship with that nation. 

The approach to achieving peace in Liberian has revolved around the ECOWAS process for six years. This process has, in turn, been dependent on a core group of ECOWAS 
nations with the will and very limited resources to engage in diplomacy or to commit forces for peacekeeping, Fourteen peace agreements have been largely brokered without the United 
States and other international parties, such as the United Nations or OAU, present with ECOWAS as working partners at the negotiating table. The result of this agreements and the 
resources, and leverage, necessary for successful implementation, This failure to produce a concerted approach to all aspects of the peace process, from mediation to negotiation and 
implementation, produced the tragic results that we have witnessed in Liberia. : 

On August 17 the Economic Community of West African States(ECOWAS) concluded meetings that provide a new timetable for the peace process, Starting August 20, the warring 
factions are to observe a cease-fire, dismantle checkpoints and withdraw from zones of combat, The peacekeeping force, expanding from 8500 to 18000 troops, is to deploy throughout 
Liberia in November. Demobilization is to be completed by January 31, Elections are to be held on May 31 with a turnover to an elected government on June 15. The revised plan calls for 
sanctions against members of the warring factions that obstruct the peace process. Sanctions include restrictions on travel, freeze on economic activities, exclusion from electoral process, 
and war crime charges. 

Now the United States has another opportunity to assert its international leadership at a critical juncture to ensure that the success of the new peace process. This leadership will not 
lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States must heighten its diplomatic efforts to help coordinate the process of peace and gather the funding that 
is necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization in Liberia. - 

The United States should take the necessary steps to ensure that its commitment of $30 million to support the ECOMOG peacekeeping force is obligated before the end of the fiscal 
year 1996. While the United States pledge of $30 million is a step in the right direction it will not alone enable a doubling of ECOMOG to the 18,000 troops necessary for deployment by 
November. It is vital that the United States provide additional funds to make up this shortfall or take the lead to obtain significant pledges from other donor countries 
A top priority of the United States should be the implementation of a serious program for demobilizing Liberia's combatants, Regretfully, no additional funding has been pledged by the 
United States to improve what was an inadequately funded and designed demobilization plan. In fact, some of the funds allocated in early 1996 for reintegration of Liberia's 60,000 
combatants have been diverted elsewhere. The United States should take the lead in designing a comprehensive demobilization program, This program will not involve United States troops, 
but should include the resources for every stage of demobilization from encampment to training and counseling of combatants. A contribution of $20 million (non-food related) from the 
United States will provide the resources necessary to initiate a wellconceived demobilization program and encourage future contributions from other international donors. 

President Clinton and the United States Congress must make Liberia a priority on our foreign relations agenda in Africa. United State leadership is critical if the key elements are 
to be achieved on schedule under the new peace plan. This leadership will not lead to an involvement of United States troops. It does mean that the United States through its Special Envoy, 
must heighten its diplomatic efforts to coordinate the implementation of the peace process and gather the additional resources necessary for effective peacekeeping and demobilization 

The United States should strengthen the response of the international community to the needs of the peace process, The foundation for a new international approach to the peace 
process already exists with the International Contact Group for Liberia, the group of donor countries that have pledged support to the peace process The concept behind the ICGL should be 
expanded to a tightly coordinated partnership that includes the United States, ECOWAS, and the United Nations. This high level of cooperation will ensure that scarce resources are 
effectively utilized. 

The outbreak of fighting in Monrovia in April-May of 1996 was the latest in a series of clashes in Liberia's intractable war, During the past nearly seven years, the war has produced 
shocking humanitarian conditions for Liberian civilians, The most recent fighting exacerbated even further these conditions. Humanitarian assistance organizations have been unable to 
deliver food and other emergency services because of the fighting in Monrovia, Their resources looted by gangs of combatants and the safety of their relief workers threatened, these 
organizations closed or dramatically reduced their operations in Liberia. 

As aresult of the civil war in Liberia, an estimated 800,000 Liberians are internally displaced; another 800,000 are refugees in neighboring countries that are among the poorest in the world. 
Approximately 50 % of the population in Monrovia, upwards of 350,000 persons, were forced to flee their homes due to the April-May fighting and another 3,000 died. During June-July 
some 3,300 new cases of cholera were reported in Monrovia and a July survey found malnutrition rates for children in displaced shelters have increased up to 25%. 

Now that the dust of the Civil War in Liberia is settling down, an era of aNEW LIBERIA is at hand. Whether anyone likes it or not, an leadership is bound to emerge, supposedly to shoulder 
the national responsibilities of politics and administration and to ensure the continued survival of the Liberian people and culture. 

That such leadership will be genuine and committed is a matter that you as Liberians and friends of Liberia can decide, or at least influence, But choosing national leadership is a 
serious and difficult business, In Liberia, bombed-out homes and shops are painful reminders of what happens when leaders are chosen unwisely, We cannot allow this to happen again, This 
is why the Liberian Social Justice Foundation is campaigning for PEACE, SECURITY, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL AND POLITICAL JUSTICE IN LIBERIA. 

The Liberian Social Justice Foundation has carefully examined the administrative and operational policies of both the past and present administration in Liberia, and in our candid 
opinion, much more needs to be done to help Liberia go in the direction she needs to go. We as Liberians must try to have a positive influence on the selection of the national programs and 
the corresponding leadership which will inevitably affect our lives and the lives of our people for many years to come. 

My fellow Liberians and Friends of Liberia, the Liberian Social Justice Foundation has embarked on a mission to ensure that PEACE, UNITY, SECURITY, FREEDOM AND 
SOCIAL JUSTICE prevail in Liberia. This is an awesome responsibility that can only occur if we cooperate as a team. History will judge us not by what we say, but by what we do. With 
God and the determined mind, there is nothing we cannot achieve for our Liberian Society. It is in this light that I urge you to support and contribute to the Liberian Social Justice 
Foundation's programs. 

Liberia, the African nation established in the 1800s by freed American slaves, has been torn by civil war since 1989. What does the Liberian Civil War meanto Americans in terms 
of health care, humanitarian relief, stability throughout Africa and the continuation of missionary work? If you share in the dream of peace in Liberia, a country founded upon American 
ideals, you are invited to become more informed by writing to the LIBERIAN SOCIAL JUSTICE FOUNDATION, POST OFFICE BOX 31438, CINCINNATI, OHIO 45231.

Before You Go Away 
On Break, You 
Should Know...

Each year more than 2,000 American citi- 
zens are arrested abroad. Over 1,000 of 
those arrested were held on charges of us- 
ing or possessing drugs. 

We know that many college students plan 
to travel abroad during their spring and sum- 
mer breaks. Maybe you have been plan- 
ning your trip all year. Perhaps you have 
begun buying and packing necessary items 
like a toothbrush, sunscreen, and sunglasses. 
We hope you will think twice before pack- 
ing something that will not only destroy your 
trip, but could easily ruin your life. You 
should be aware that there are increased ef- 
forts by many countries to stop the flow of 
illegal narcotics. If you think there is no 
real danger in buying or carrying just a 
“small” amount of drugs on your overseas 
trip, you might be in for a pleasant surprise. 
Americans have been arrested for possess- 
ing as little as a third of an ounce of mari- 
juana. 

You might assume that, as an American 
citizen, you are immune from prosecution 
under foreign laws and that the U.S. Con- 
stitution follows you wherever you go. 
Unlike the United States, few countries be- 
lieve “you are innocent until proven guilty.” 
The truth is that Americans suspected of 
drug violations can face severe penalties, 


even the death penalty, in some foreign 
countries. Many foreign countries are just 
looking for an excuse to jail an American. 
Itis not uncommon to spend months or even 
years in pretrial detention, only to be sen- 
tenced to a lengthy prison stay without pa- 
role in a foreign jail. Conditions in foreign 
jails and prisons are frequently substandard. 

Once you leave U.S. soil, U.S. laws and 
constitutional rights no longer apply. U.S. 
consular officers can visit jailed Americans 
to see that they are being fairly and hu- 
manely treated, but cannot get them out of 
jail or intervene in a foreign country’s legal 
system on their behalf. 

You should be particularly wary of per- 
sons who ask you to carry a package or drive 
a car across a border. Once that package or 
anything in the car is in your possession, 
you become responsible for it. You will be 
blamed for it, no matter who has put it there. 
You might unknowingly become a drug traf- 
ficker. To local authorities, ignorance is not 
an excuse. You will have to pay the fine 
and may even spend time in jail for a crime 
that you did not know you committed. 

If for medical reasons you must take 
medication or other prescriptions contain- 
ing narcotics, carry a doctor’s certificate 
attesting to that fact and keep all medica-

tions in original and labeled containers. 

Before you leave on your trip, you should 
take the time to find out the laws in your 
foreign country as they will pertain to you. 
Many countries have adopted more force- 
ful drug laws. These include such popular 
vacation spots as Mexico, the Bahamas, and 
Jamaica. These include mandatory jail time 
for even small amounts of drugs. Also many 
countries will not allow bail when there are 
drugs involved. When you leave the U.S., 
you leave behind all of your civil rights 
granted under the U.S. Constitution. The 
burden of proof may be given to you to 
prove your innocence, or illegally obtained 
evidence may be allowed in the trial. 

Once you are arrested, there is little that 
the U.S. government can do. The Consular 
Officer can help you get an attorney, notify 
friends and family, and make sure that your 
rights under local law are fully observed 
(you may not have any rights under local 
law). The Consular Officer cannot get you 
out of jail or the country, represent you at

trial, or pay fees or fines for you (even as a 
loan). 

If the above article has startled or scared 
you, good. If you are thinking about doing 
the stupid thing and carrying drugs in a for- 
eign land remember the following five rules. 

1. If someone offers you a free trip 
and some quick and easy money just for 
bringing back a suitcase....Say NO! 

2. Don’t carry a package for any- 
one, no matter how small it might seem. 

3. The police will be waiting for 
you at the airport. 

4. If it’s in your suitcase, you will 
be caught. 

5. You will go to jail for years and 
years and may even lose your family. 

Getting involved with drugs abroad can 
destroy not only your future but your life.

Current and prospective college students 
have enough to worry about-applying for 
federal student aid should be.as easy as pos- 
sible. That's why the U.S. Department of 
Education introduced FAFSA Express, the 
Department's electronic financial aid appli- 
cation. Anyone with access to a computer 
with Windows 3.1 or higher and a modem 
can use FAFSA Express to apply for federal 
student aid. 

FAFSA Express can be downloaded free 
of charge in just minutes from the World 
Wide Web at www.ed.gov/offices/OPE/ 
express.html. Also, many computer labs, 
libraries, post-secondary schools, job devel- 
opment centers, and high schools have 
FAFSA Express on their own computers for 
public use. 

On a computer screen, FAFSA Express 
looks similar to the paper Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA). Intro- 
ductory screens describe the application pro- 
cess and list what is needed to complete the 
application. 

Then, easy-to-answer questions guide the 
user through the various sections of the ap- 
plication, collecting all the information 
needed to determine a student’s eligibility 
for federal student aid. If the student wishes 
to stop before the entire application is com- 
pleted, he or she can save it to disk at any 


time and return to it later. 

FAFSA Express also double-checks the 
user’s application to be sure the informa- 
tion is accurate. Fewer than 1% of all 
FAFSA Express applications are rejected. 
FAFSA Express automatically checks the 
data entered and flags possible mistakes. 
These edits ensure that the most accurate 
data is given 
the first time 
the application 
is submitted, 
cutting down 
on corrections 
and shortening 
the time be- 
tween apply- 
ing for aid and 
actually re- 
ceiving it. H

Student Member Needed For Massachusetts 
State Board of Higher Education 


Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 
15A, Section 4, established the position of 
student member of the Board of Higher 
Education. The only distinction between the 
student and other members of the Board of 
Higher Education is the abbreviated term of 
office. In all other respects, the Student 
Member is a full and equal member of the 
Board of Higher Education. 

The Governor chooses the Student Mem- 
ber from a list of no more than three names 
of undergraduate students submitted to him 
by the Student Advisory Committee. This 
group is an Advisory Committee to the 
Board of Higher Education and is composed 
of the community college, state college and 
university student trustees. It is the respon- 


sibility of this committee to determine the 
method by which the student member of the 
Board of Higher education is nominated. 

The Student Member’s term of office runs 
from May | to April 30. For the period May 
1 to April 30, the Student Member will be 
appointed from the University. At this time, 
we are pleased to invite applications for the 
board. 

Individual applications for the position 
should be submitted directly to the Student 
Advisory Nominating Committee at the 
Board of Higher Education. In addition, 
each eligible Student Government Associa- 
tion may submit the name of an individual 
to be considered for the position. All appli-

The film’s most notable redo is a sprightly, 
completely brand new musical number per- 
formed in Jabba’s palace. This sequence is 
much better than the tired, rather bored one 
it replaces. Sy Snootles, the animatronic 
puppet lead singer in the original sequence, 
is reborn in the Special Edition as a com- 
puter generated singing and dancing whirl- 
wind who steals the show with her whoops 
and gyrations. Sy is part of an ensemble 
that includes four other singers and danc- 
ers, three live and one digital, who merely 
take up space. George Lucas would have 
been much better off with Gonzo’s dancing 
chickens. 

The overall characterization in this film 
lags behind that of the Empire Strikes Back 
and A New Hope, but the ingenious charac- 
ters of Jabba the Hutt and the Emperor, plus 
the spectacular special effects and creatures, 
make up for it.

Now, even the snack bar 
has salads available for purchase.

Do we, the 
students, have any real right to complain 
about food service? The answer is, of 
course, “yes.”

to ask, but in this particular case, there is 
not much to complain about.

A long, long, 
time ago, when I was a senior in high 
school, I picked up the town newspaper 
one morning only to find a report on how 
maggots had been found in some food 
they had been planning to serve (suffice to 
say I “brown-bagged” it for quite awhile 
after this), I’m sure that even Ed Murphy 
(current head guy over there at Daka) 
would look at this in negative light.

The Internet: What is it??

This column shall mark the first in a se- 
ries of articles dealing with the Internet and 
various issues surrounding, confronting, and 
dealing with the information superhighway 
and the technological era that is pre-emi- 
nent in today’s society. This week I shall 
write on the history and utilization of the 
Internet, including its applicable definition. 

The Internet, simply speaking, is an ab- 
breviation for “inter-network”; a virtual 
framework of computers linked to each 
other via cables and other hardware. His- 
torically, the Internet (more commonly re- 
ferred to as the Net; note the capitalization 
as it applies to a proper noun) dates back to 
July 1968 when the Department of 
Defense’s Advanced Research Project 
Agency proposed and funded four leading, 


academic research universities to be linked 
in a computer network for purposes so that 
the computers could be connected in order 
for the data to be available to researchers; 
this ARPAnet was composed of the Univer- 
sity of Utah, the University of California at 
Santa Barbara, and at Los Angeles, and 
Stanford Research Institute. 

By the mid-1980s, many new computer 
networks were formed for similar intents of 
ARPA: to provide a basic, virtual, infrastruc- 
ture for researchers and scientists with com- 
mon goals and interests to publicize and 
share their ideas and material with each 
other with quick responses. The DoD sepa- 
rated from ARPAnet and established a new 
military network, appropriately named 
MiILnet. The Department of Energy estab- 
lished MFEnet for its researchers in Mag- 
netic Fusion Energy; the DoE’s High En- 


Smoking Toaster

ergy Physicists responded by building 
HEPnet. NASA Space Physicists followed 
with SPAN, and leading computer scientists 
in the academic and industrial sectors cre- 
ated CSnet. These offspring networks of the 
original ARPAnet were built primarily for 
large, closed-in communities of scholars; 
outsiders were not permitted to join the net- 
works unless they were associated with the 
discipline, department, or company who 
controlled the network. By the late-1980s, 
all of these computer networks were inter- 
connected into what is virtually, abstractly, 
known as the Internet. It should be noted, 
though, that the Internet is available for any- 
one in the world to publish, view, and share 
information; in an Intranet, company em- 
ployees can share information internally 
without fear or consequence of outside in- 
fluence. 

By 1980, only 200 sites (a combination 
of educational, commercial, and govern- 
mental) were connected to ARPAnet. This 
number would change rapidly in the com- 
ing decade. Six years later, in November 
1986, over 5000 sites were connected to the

newly named Internet. Eleven years later, 
in 1997, the Internet continues to grow at 
an explosive rate; currently, statistics show 
over 50,000 computer networks located on 
all seven continents and outer space with 
millions of single individuals and businesses 
connecting on annually. Most readers of this 
column should be familiar, at least by name 
recognition, with America Online. AOL, in 
early 1995, had approximately 2 million 
subscribers. By 1996, that figure had 
doubled to around 4 million. Now, almost 
one year subsequent, AOL has a subscriber 
base of over 7.5 million people around the 
world, mainly in the United States, Canada, 
England, France, and Japan. 

I hope this brief synopsis of the history 
of the Internet has been satisfactory to your 
understanding of its importance in the ever- 
changing technological era we live and play 
in. Tune in next week to this column for an 
in-depth look at the various services of the 
Internet, including email, the Web, IRC, 
telnet, and ftp.

The Cleveland Indians and Atlanta Braves 
completed a trade of monstrous proportions 
early Tuesday morning that gives each team 
a new lead-off batter. Cleveland sent All- 
Star outfielder and five time American 
League stolen base king Kenny Lofton and 
reliever Alan Embree to Atlanta for All-star 
- outfielder Marquis Grissom and former all- 
star right fielder David Justice. 

This deal allows the Braves to save more 
than $7.7 million, money they’ Il desperately 
need to retain the services of aces Greg 
Maddux and Tom Glavine when both be- 
come free agents at the end of this season. 
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is fully healed from a shoulder injury that 
limited him to 40 games last year and will 
team with Manny Ramirez, Jim Thome, and 
newly acquired third baseman Matt Will- 
iams to make sure that even without Albert 
Belle, the Indian’s party does not lack for 
punch. 

The new-look Indians will advance to the 
American League Championship Series, 
where they will fall to the awesome Seattle 
Mariners, 4 games to 2. The Braves will 
square off against those Mariners in the 
World Series, and while I am not ready to 
predict a winner, I can say that these two 
mega-talented teams will make the World 
Series even more glamorous than the Os- 
cars. 


A Deal 


The Indians get outfield stability. Lofton, 
perhaps the best all-around center fielder in 
the game and the game’s best lead-off bat- 
ter, is a free-agent at the end of this season. 
The Indians tried to sign him this spring, 
but he rejected their 5-year, $45 million con- 
tract offer. He wants $11 million a season. 

The Braves now have room in the out- 
field for phenoms Andruw Jones and 
Jermaine Dye. For the time being they will 
share Justice’s old right field position. Uni- 
versal opinion is that Jones will be the 
game’s next great superstar. Dye projects to 
be an offensive contributor on par with Jus- 
tice.

If the Idea of shopping for a student 
loan makes you think of standing in line 
at the bank, waiting on the telephone 
line for assistance or facing too many 
confusing questions and blank lines on 
an application, relax—on-line help is 
here. Using the Internet to locate in- 
formation about student loans before 
you begin the actual application pro- 
cess will arm you with important 
knowledge that will help you choose 
the loan that is right for you. 

“We know that students are access- 
ing the Internet now more than ever in 
their searches for information,” said 
Lydia Marshall, executive vice presi- 
dent, Sallie Mae. “That’s why we en- 
courage students to spend a little more 
time on the Internet before choosing 
which bank or credit union to lend them 
funds for college. All loans look the 
same when you take them out, but when 
it comes time for repayment, there are 
different cost-saving options to choose 
from.”

In a later ar- 
rest, he was detained for five months in 
Liberia’s notorious Belle Yella prison. At 
one point he was held for six weeks in soli- 
tary confinement. Ezekiel Pajibo was an 
Amnesty International prisoner of con- 
science.

Tall Ship Friendship is Coming to Salem 


SALEM. MASS - Friendship is coming to 
Salem this July! Come and see the 171-foot, 
three-masted East Indiaman merchant tall 
sits new home, The Salem Maritime Na- 
tional Historic Site. Friendship is the big- 
gest wooden, Coast Guard certified, sailing 
vessel to be built in blew England in this 
century! She is scheduled to arrive in Sa- 
lem the weekend of July 19, and her arrival 
will kick off a special Friendship celebra- 
tion, including a concert on Derby Wharf 
on July 19. The highlight of the weekend 
will be on July 21, when Friendship wel- 
comes USS Constitution to the North Shore 
as USS Constitution sails for the first time 
in 116 years! This event will celebrate the 
200th anniversary of both vessels. Friend- 
ship has been asked to greet USS Constitu- 
tion by acting as the sailing mark as USS 
Constitution makes her historic voyage to 
Marblehead and Salem. The original 
Friendship was built by the famous Salem 
shipwright Enos Briggs for the powerful 
merchants Peirce and Waite. Launched in 
1797, Friendship made 16 voyages from 
Salem to China, Java, and other Asian and 
European ports until she was captured by 
the British in the War of 1812. Friendship 
was chosen as the vessel to represent and 
depict the great age of sail because she is so 
well-documented: many of the original 
ship’s logs, three paintings, and a model 
built by a carpenter while aboard the origi- 
nal Friendship still exist and are on exhibit 


at the Peabody Essex Museum.’ ‘ It’s very 
exciting to have Friendship coming here. It 
will be a flagship to the region, highlight- 
ing our tremendous maritime assets. Up and 
down the North Shore there are harbor tours, 
whale watches boats, historic fishing schoo- 
ners. wonderful beaches and historic sea- 
ports. Now with the tall ship Friendship, 
visitors will be able to climb aboard and 
experience first hand what tremendous cour- 
age and enterprise it took for our ancestors 
to set out for two years on a voyage half- 
way around the world,” said Annie Harris, 
Executive Director of The Salem Partner- 
ship, a non-profit organization which has 
successfully undertaken raising $1.5 million 
in matching funds to build this historic rep- 
lica. . 

Friendship is being built with a full set of 
sails and is designed to Coast Guard stan- 
dards to be a passenger sailing vessel ca- 
pable of carrying 149 passengers. We did 
make some concessions to the 20th century.” 
said Dr. Steve Kesselman, superintendent 
of The Salem Maritime National Historic 
Site, the owners and operators of the ship. 

“Friendship also has twin diesul engines 
and is handicapped accessible. We want to 
make certain that the public has full use of 
this wonderful vessel,” added Kesselman 

The plans are to have Friendship docked 
at the Salem Maritime National Historic Site 
year round. However, Harns commented 
that. from time to time we hope to also take

passengers out under sail for special events. 
After all, when the tall ships come to Bos- 
ton in 2000. we want to be represented there 
as well.” 

Friendship’s hull is currently under con- 
struction at Scarano Boat Building, Inc. in 
Albany, NY. Scarano plans to launch the 
hull next summer and motor it down the 
Hudson River and through the Cape Cod 
Canal. She is scheduled to arrive in Salem 
the weekend of July 19. Then the really in- 
teresting work, construction of her masts, 
the ship rigging and woodworking, will be- 
gin. The construction will be on view at the 


Salem Maritime National Historic Site from 
July through early 1998. Thereafter, Friend- 
ship will be open to the general public for 
tours, interactive educational programs and 
sailing. There will be a fee to visit the ship. 
For more information about Friendship, 
contact ‘Friends of Friendship” at The Sa- 
lem Partnership at (508)741-8 100.

“MARIGOLDS” LEAVES A BITTER-SW EET

The Worcester State College Theater 
department's production of “The Effect Of 
Gamma Rays on Man-in-the-Moon Mari- 
golds” opened (and closed) this past week- 
end. It was a surprise to see that a college 
would produce a show that seems beneath 
most mature actors capabilities. Unfortu- 
nately it seems that the actors in this pro- 
duction weren’t quite up to the challenge. 

| attended the Friday evening performance 
and was immediately disappointed by the 
small turnout (only 20 or so people in the 
audience). How can a theater department 
survive with crowds so small is beyond me! 
I sat in the front row, so as not to miss a 
beat. 

The music and sound were wonderful. 
The Beatles music played before the show 
was a good interlude to what was to come. 
The sound cues were a little off at times, 
including a “gong” that wouldn’t stop ring- 
ing and a pre-recorded section of dialogue 
that didn’t stop when it should have. 

The set design, by Worcester State Col- 
lege Professor Hallie Zieselman, was under- 
stated and that was just what the set needed. 
The colors, very drab and dull set the scene 
very well. The lack of pictures, however, 
did not go unnoticed. Ms. Zieselman ex- 
plained that the budget ran dry before they 
could buy any pictures for the walls. 

It is also to be noted that this cheap apart- 
ment did not have any lamps to speak of. 
An explanation by lighting designer and 


WSC student Alyscia Juzukonis said that 
there was no way to control a lamp on stage 
from the lighting booth. Alyscia made up 
for this with subtle stage lighting and a nice 
effect with the thunderstorm. 

The costumes were a travesty, as all 70’s 
fashions are! Rob Latino, WSC student, did 
his job very well. The play was set in the 
1970's and the costumes, as ugly as they 
seemed, were perfect! Tillie, (portrayed by 
Lisa Vigeant), for example, was dowdy in 
her skirt and plaid top offset by the ever so 
demure anlcle socks and white canvas 
sneakers.

She was mean, angry, bitter, and spite- 
ful of the world around her. This anger was 
taken out on her two daughters and every- 
one around her. Ms. Puchalski did a splen- 
did job of pulling offthis bitterness. The 
problem came when Ms. Puchalski had to 
be compassionate, as in the scene with Ruth 
and the thunderstorm. Her intense anger 
throughout the rest of the show made it im- 
possible to believe that she could ever be 
sincere in showing compassion for either of 
her girls. 

Michelle Buonopane portrayed the emo- 


tionally unstable daughter “Ruth”. Ms.

Buonopane delivered her lines quickly and 
deftly. Her portrayal of Ruth was very be- 
lievable. Ruth, however, is supposed to use 
her body to gain attention. Ms. Buonopane 
didn’t seem to shovi this on stage. Her cos- 
tumes were perfect, but Ms. Buonopane 
seemed very uncomfortable in them. This 
made her portrayal of Ruth seem phony. 

The three other roles, small though they 
may be, are also to be noted. The ever- 
present yet mute role of “Nanny” was por- 
trayed by Jenn Jackman. She was very con- 
vincing as an old person, even with the Ka- 
buki make-up and zinc-oxide nose. Vanessa 
Fischer-Mackey portrayed the ever so snob- 
bish “Janice Vickery”. She only has one 
scene and Ms. Fischer-Mackey did a fabu- 
lous job, despite the gong that wouldn’t stop 
ringing. She did seem a little flustered by 
the ringing, but it seemed to work well with 
her character. The role of Peter” was por- 
trayed by Thelma Lapine. Peter was a very 
pivotal role that Ms. Lapine handled with 
the finesse as only a rabbit could do.

ity, visual and even hearing, but he also deals 
with disabilities that are not so easily de- 
tected. These would include ADD (Atten- 
tion Deficit Disorder), brain trauma, stroke, 
psychiatric and learning disabilities. Den- 
nis requires the student to provide an IEP 
(Individual Education Plan) from their high- 
school. In college it is the responsibility of 
the student to ask for what services they 
need. There is an intake interview and the 
information is updated. Dennis helps the 


student to define what kinds of accommo- 
dations that they may need and how they 
could go about getting them. The student 
needs accessibility to the classroom. After 
the initial process has taken place then Den- 
nis will send a letter to the faculty that is 
teaching the course that the student wants 
to take. Dennis will only do this and all 
other things in this process with the permis- 
sion of the student because they are the ones

who initiate the process. The students have 
deal with some stigma that goes along with 
having a disability and asking for assistance. 
There are some people who do not agree 
with having exemption categories that al- 
low for needs to be met. Dennis believes 
that students are best addressed as “human 
beings with disabilities not disabled stu- 
dents.” Dennis also believes that the stigma 
concerning disabilities is much like that of 
a bell curve. There are a few people on ei- 
ther side who are adamant about how they 
think that this should be approached. 
Mostly, there are the vast majority of people 
in the middle who are somewhat unclear 
about it and could benefit from some edu- 
cation about disabilities. There is some fur- 
ther research being done on this that may 
help to further an understanding of people’s 
attitudes toward disabilities. 

Dennis sees his position as one of diplo- 
macy. On one hand, he works with the con- 
fidentiality of the students, and on the other, 
he is the liaison to the faculty. Dennis tries 
to encourage the student to develop trust 
with the faculty so that they can more eas- 
ily navigate their course of action and also 
to get more out of the class and the whole 
college experience. Dennis also encourages 
students to learn how to advocate for them- 
selves and to become independent learners. 
Most of the work that takes place for both 
Dennis and the students is in the transition 
from high-school to college. 

Dennis has found much support in his 
efforts here at WSC. Paul Joseph, Dean of

Student Development, James Foley, Dean 
of Undergraduate Studies and Carolyn 
Chicarelli, Associate Dean, Academic Suc- 
cess Center have been just a few. “I’ve re- 
ally appreciated the supervision that I’ve 
gotten from people. They were very sup- 
portive and realistic about all of what this 
entails. They just said do what you need to 
do for the students and do your best. This 
is a process and we are all learning how to 
do this together.” The students that Dennis 
has worked with have been very receptive 
to his kind-hearted manner and his effi- 
ciency at helping them to get their needs 
met. 


Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 


1973 required colleges to be in accordance 
with terms that allow accessibility to col- 
leges for students with disabilities. The fi- 
nancial aid that the students were receiving 
allowed for the colleges to be held account- 
able to make the appropriate changes nec- 
essary to do this. The Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act (ADA) was passed in July, 1990 
and an increased effort was mandated that 
accommodations be met and maintained. 
Their definition of disability is as follows: 
“Any physical or mental impairment that 
substantially limits a matter of life activity.” 
Education is certainly a matter of life activ- 
ity, if not the activity of life itself. The num- 
ber of students with disabilities was increas- 
ing and that is how Dennis got his current 
job. Part of WSC’s response to the ADA 
was to create a formal Disabilities Services 
Office that can address the issues that need 
to be taken care of. This office is currently 
servicing 80 to 90 students per semester and 


the numbers continue to rise. Dennis works 
together with the students and others in- 
volved to help provide opportunities for 
education that have not been present in the 
past for students with disabili- 
ties. 

In the WSC Disability Ser- 
vices Office pamphlet it states 
the following: “While our ser- 
vices may be helpful, we be- 
lieve that the basic ingredient 
for success is the motivation 
provided by the student. We 
are committed to the concept 
that each student must accept 
his/her own advocate. The 
ultimate goal of the DSO is 
to ensure nondiscrimination

Enough Fruits and Vegetables Could Save You From Cancer 


The National Cancer Institute and the 
American Cancer Society are now scientifi- 
cally confirming what your grandmother has 
been saying all along: eat your fruits and 
vegetables (at least five a day). 

The important new role of common fruits 
and veggies in reducing your risk of cancer, 
heart disease, diabetes and other illness will 
be probed on The Vegetable Chronicles, 
an intriguing series of three one-hour spe- 
cials airing Mondays on WSCW 94.9FM 

Endorsed by the U.S. Surgeon General, 
the health recommendation to eat at least 
five daily servings of fruits and vegetables 
can cut in half your risk of major cancers. 

According to Susan Foerster, the State of 
California’s Chief of Nutrition and Cancer 
Prevention, “Not all cancers are diet-related, 
but it is the major killers which are consid- 
ered to be diet-related. These include breast 
cancer, colon cancer and prostate cancer.” 
Smokers, she says, give themselves a 
“double-whammy” by the toxic assault of 
tobacco on the body and because smokers 
typically are also low-consumers of fruits 
and vegetables. 

Scientists believe substances called 
“phytochemicals,” which occur naturally in 
fruits and vegetables, provide a powerful 
shield against these diseases. A 1996 re- 
port published in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association summarized 206 


human studies demonstrating a protective 
effect of fruits and vegetables against can- 
cer as well as heart disease, diabetes and 
stroke. 

In The Vegetable Chronicles radio se- 
ries, award-winning public radio producers 
David Freudberg and Lisa Mullins exam- 
ine what these findings mean for you and 
your life. The series has just been released 
to 50 college radio stations, specially se- 
lected for a National Cancer Institute test of 
how college students respond to important 
health information. After this sneak preview 
on college campuses, the documentaries will 
be distributed by satellite to a nation-wide 
audience by Public Radio International. 


SO WHAT’S THE BIG DEAL? 

It’s this: The National Cancer Institute 
estimates that 80 percent of cancers are due 
to factors that can be controlled. At least a 
third of cancers are linked to what we eat. 
Some say it’s as high as 70 percent. Since 
prevention of disease currently holds out 
much more potential to curb cancer than 
treatment does, we can help control whether 
we become-victims by being selective about 
what we eat. 

In 1996, the American Cancer Society 
formally recommended that you “choose 
most of the foods you eat from plant

sources.” For some, this means consuming 
more vegetables, fruits and grains and cut- 
ting back on animal foods (such as meat and 
dairy). Others have chosen to become semi- 
vegetarians or to eliminate meat altogether. 
The current federal Dietary Guidelines for 
Americans, published in 1995, state that 
most vegetarians “enjoy excellent health.” 

College students traditionally have led the 
way in raising consciousness about eating a 
plant-based diet. Compared with the adult 
population, twice as many college youths 
have gone this route, according to one esti- 
mate. 

And take heart if you’ re just not inclined 
to make a big change, but are willing to eat 
more fruits and veggies. Says physician and 
nutritional epidemiologist Timothy Byers: 
“Even among people who are overweight, 
even among people who do eat high fat di- 
ets, the fruit and vegetable effect is strong 
enough that we still see it there.” 

The Vegetable Chronicles programs help 
listeners think through the array of food 
choices available. The series explores the 
variety of plant-based foods that taste ter- 
rific, are less costly than meat, and much 
kinder to your body and to the earth. You'll 
hear physicians, chefs, entertainers and oth- 
ers who have discovered the natural wisdom 
of eating “smart.” And you’ll discover 
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simple, quick and succulent ways to eat bet- 
ter. 


TREATING YOURSELF—AND THE 
EARTH—WELL 

As it turns out, what’s healthiest for us 
personally, also happens to be what’s 
healthiest for the earth. Says Neal Barnard, 
M.D. of the Physicians Committee for Re- 
sponsible Medicine, “what you place on the 
end of your fork has profound implications 
for the welfare of the planet.” The environ- 
mental impact of eating animal foods is as- 
tounding. Barnard says it takes about 2500 
gallons of water to yield one pound of ed- 
ible beef. With the same amount of water, 
farmers can produce nearly 50 pounds of 
fruit, or over 100 pounds of potatoes. “Be- 
sides being easy, delicious, economical, fun 
and healthful,” Barnard says, “following a 
plant-based diet transforms your plate into 
a powerful tool for environmental protec- 
tion and restoration.” 

It’s also a profound statement, according 
to The Pretenders singer Chrissie Hynde as 
heard in The Vegetable Chronicles, “The 
decision to try to avoid junk food shows a 
real strength of individuality...It’s not en- 
couraged in our society and it’s not in the 
interest of a lot of fast food chains. It’s your 
decision to make.”

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Immunization 
Information Hotline 
Launched National 
Infant Immunization 
Week Is April 20-26 


People with questions about vaccinations 
can call the National Immunization Infor- 
mation Hotline, a new toll-free service pro- 
viding information about 
vaccinepreventable diseases and immuniza- 
tions to protect against them. The hotline is 
operated by the American Social Health As- 
sociation under contract with the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention’s National 
Immunization Program. 

Hotline counselors, who began serving 
callers on March 17, are preparing for in- 
creased calls during National Infant Immu- 
nization Week, April 20-26. 

The hotline is expected to answer 52,000 
calls each year on its English service (800/ 
232-2522) and 5,200 calls annually on its 
Spanish service (800/232-0233). 

Callers can receive information about 12 
vaccine-preventable diseases: chicken pox 
(varicella) diptheria, haemophillus influenza 
type B (Hib), hepatitis B, influenza, measles, 
mumps, pneumococcal disease, polio, ru- 
bella, tetanus and whooping cough 
(pertussis). 

The hotline gives information on who 
should be immunized, when to’ be immu- 
nized and sites where vaccines are available. 
It also offers free publications. 

Hotline hours are 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. East- 
ern time, Monday through Friday. 

Mary Stuart, hotline director, said the 
service’s most vital role is encouraging par- 
ents to have their children vaccinated on 
time. According to the CDC, one-fourth of 


children in the U.S. have not been fully im- 
munized against childhood diseases. 

One of parents’ most common miscon- 
ceptions is that vaccinations are necessary 
only when a child is old enough for school,” 
Stuart said. In fact, children need 80 per- 
cent of their vaccinations before they are two 
years old. Most child care providers and 
schools will not accept children who have 
not completed the necessary vaccinations. 

Some parents assume that childhood vac- 
cines are no longer important because dis- 
eases such as measles are not as common 
as they once were, “Stuart continued. How- 
ever, immunizations are responsible for the 
decline of these diseases. When parents stop 
having their children immunized, new out- 
breaks occur.” 

For example, she said, a major cause of 
the measles epidemic of 1989-91 was the 
failure to vaccinate children against measles 
at 12 to 15 months of age. The epidemic 
infected more than 55,000 Americans, ac- 
counting for about 11,000 hospitalizations 
and 120 deaths. 

The immunization hotline also answers 
questions about recommended vaccinations 
for adolescents and adults. 

The new hotline joins the National AIDS 
Hotline (800/342-2437) and National STD 
Hotline (800/227-8922) as toll-free services 
operated by ASHA under contract with 
CDC. These hotlines answer more than 1.2 
million calls each year.

To the Editor: 

A generation ago I began college in New 
York State, while being financially sup- 
ported by my parents who merely wanted 
to keep me out of Vietnam, but did not ex- 
pect me to amount to anything academically. 
Not meeting their rather low expectations, I 
dropped out of college in protest to what I 
perceived to be the general support by aca- 
demic institutions for the Vietnam War. Also 
I wanted to be less a part of what I called 
the disposable generation. More and more 
consumer goods were being produced that 
soon became trash, if not hazardous waste. 

A generation later more trash is being pro- 
duced. By necessity there is also more re- 
cycling, and more innovation in using what 
we have. As a father, as well as a son, I 
returned to college as a consumer looking 
for a little recreation. I found that the vari- 
ety of course offerings at Worcester State 
College exceeded my expectations. The first 
course that I took was professor Richard 
Hunt’s “Cultural Geography” which was a 
stimulating course that examined cultural 
diversity. As I continued taking geography 
courses, the second academic career I 
choose was that of a geography major vs. 
art, music, reading, and writing at my first 
college. In cultural geography I learned that 
most Americans change careers at least

once. This rule seems to apply to many of 
us graduating from the geography depart- 
ment we started college at another institu- 
tion. What attracted us to Worcester State? 

The business policy of President Kaylan 
K. Ghosh may be to seek large classroom 
head counts and to eliminate those courses 
and departments that do not meet a mini- 
mum size (presumably some from the sci- 
ences), but to the many students who com- 
mute and have to help support families, trav- 
eling 20 or 40 more miles to another state 
college (with a specialty) may not be an 
option. Also, many of us, that will continue 
to praise Worcester State college after we 
graduate rather than to curse it after we 
transfer or drop out, some of our praise will 
be for the rich list of course offerings. To 
all students interested in getting an educa- 
tion rather than just a degree, a class with 
an exciting professor and half a dozen avid 
students is better than having a burned out 
professor in a room with three dozen stu- 
dents, many of whom are seeking an easy 
course. 

In an age when the rate of new products 
are ever increasing, does it make sense to 
cut back what Worcester State is 
offering? One of the fast- 
est growing 


fields is the environmental field, Professor 
Richard G. Hunt (geography), and profes- 
sor Alan D. Cooper (chemistry) have devel- 
oped an interdisciplinary curriculum in en- 
vironmental science and management that 
has its supporters in many departments such 
as urban studies, economics, and even closet 
administrative supporters. I hope that the 
President will open the door to interdisci- 
plinary environmental education at Worces- 
ter State. There are some creative people in 
the administration and business departments 
that could sell such a program. Also there 
are people at WPI that would join the ef- 
fort. 

In an age of increasing complexity, and a 
greater number of people seeking higher 
degrees to work with this complexity, the 
strength Worcester State has to offer is not 
necessarily the ability to train the most ad- 
vanced specialists or researchers. Another 
strength of Worcester State’s could be to 
provide people with some knowledge of 
general science and liberal arts (including 
writing and communications skills) that 
have a big picture of our environment, who 
are capable of managing some of the spe- 
cialists. For those environmental students 

lacking or not interested in leadership, 

they would be aware of a 
greater number of 
sub fields.

Graduation News: Now is the Time to 
Weigh Student Loan Repayment Plans 


Congratulations! Your college 
graduation is just a few short weeks away, 
which means it’s almost time to put away 
the books, take-out the cap and gown, put 
on a smile and enjoy your success. Not 
only is finishing college a time to cel- 
ebrate academic achievements, it’s also a 
time to take on a number of new responsi- 
bilities. And if you have student loans, 
one of those responsibilities will be 
repayment. 

Federal student loan programs 
give you a six-month grace period before 
your first payment is due. It’s wise to use 
this time not only to decide on your post- 
college plans, but to choose which loan 
repayment program works best for you. 

“There are a number of student 
loan repayment plans that can help make 
monthly payments more affordable,” said 
Lydia Marshall, executive vice president, 
Sallie Mae. “The key is to research which 
plans are available and choose the one that 
fits your budget and lifestyle.” 

Marshall explains the following 
repayment plans available from Sallie 
Mae, which services one in- three 
federally guaranteed loans outstanding. 


* Standard Repayment Account: With a 
Standard Repayment Account, you make 
principal and interest payments each 
month throughout your loan term.

* Income-Sensitive Repayment: With an 
income-sensitive repayment plan, pay- 
ments are based on a percentage of your 
monthly gross income (between 4% and 
25%). You must reapply every year for 
this option, and payments are adjusted 
annually to reflect any changes in income. 
You can use this program for a maximum 
of five years, as long as there are at least 
12 months remaining in your repayment 
term. 


* Loan Consolidation: This plan gives 
you the lowest monthly payments for the 
longest period. With loan consolidation, 
you can combine all your eligible federal 
loans (totaling at least $7,500) into a 
single monthly payment. However, the 
lower payments and longer loan term will 
increase the cost of your loan.

* Prepayment: All federally sponsored 
loans allow you to prepay part or all of 
your obligation at any time during the life 
of the loan without penalty. Prepaying 
can greatly reduce the total cost of your 
loan. 


Sallie Mae borrowers may 
qualify for repayment programs that will 
save them money on the overall cost of 
their loans. By making their payments on 
time; students can save hundreds of 
dollars on the total cost of their loans. 

While choosing a repayment plan 
is important, Marshall also recommends 
the following tips for managing your 
student loans: Keep a file specifically for 
your education loan information. 

* Make sure to let your loan servicer know 


if you move. 

Retain copies of all your loan documents, 
related correspondence and payment 
records. 


Include your account number in all - 


correspondence with your lender and on 
all payment 

checks. 

Keep notes of your loan-related conversa- 
tions and keep them on file. 

Open and read all mail about your student 
loan. It is quite possible that your loan 
will be sold to a secondary market like 
Sallie Mae, and you’ ll need to stay up to 
date on any changes.
